Offers Double Incentive for Georgians To 
Contribute Funds This Year.

Georgians are preparing to an- 
swer the annual appeal of the chil- 
dren and grown-ups crippled by 
infantile paralysis. 

There grew up, years ago, & 
custom of celebrating the Presi- 
dent’s birthday with a series of 
dances over the nation, the pro- 
ceeds of which went to the Warm 
Springs Foundation. 

The date alone remains, plus 
the fact that in some communities 
dances are the form of entertain- 
ment employed to raise money. 
The annual appeal has come to 
mean much more than the cele- 
bration of the birthday of the hu- 
manitarian who is President of the 
This is an annual 
appeal which will continu: long 
after he has left offic2; long after 
he has been called to eternity. 

The appeal is the appeal of the 
crippled children; crippled by a 
disease which has baffled all 
science. 

This year Governor Rivers ac- 
cepted the chairmanship of the 
Georgia campaign; each of the 48 
states conducting a campaign. Al- 
ready county chairmen are being 


‘named. Already the men and 


women of Georgia are being mar-~ 
shaled behind this campaign. A 
meeting of the district chairmen 
was held yesterday ir Atlanta 
with the Governor présiding. . 

It would be most unfortunate if 
politics were to enter this cam- 
paign. It would be most unfor- 
tunate. if those opposed to the 
administration 
were in any way to consider this 
campaign as having. anything re- 
motely to do with politics. It 
most emphatically does not. 

This year there is more reason 
than ever before to support the 
campaign. A foundation for the 
poor children of Georgia is to be 
established. Trustees will admin- 
ister the funds. Half of all the 
money raised in Georgia will re- 
main under the direction of the 
trustees. This means that all the 


‘poor children will have, as the 


] 


fund grows, opportunity to go to 
Warm Springs. 

For years, attention has been 
ealled to the fact that Warm 
Springs has a limited capacity; 
that at least half of the patients 
there are charity patients. Yet, the 
impression exists in some few 
quarters that to enter the hospital 
there one must have wealth. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the 
truth.- Recently Life magazine cir- 
culated a section on the hospital. 
It brought out the fact that about 
half the patients are charity. That 
it must have money to. exist. 
Therefore half must pay. It 
brought out also that the average 
cost for each who pays is $30 a 
week. 

Beginning this year, the fund 
will be split in half. This means 
that as the poliomyelitis epidemics 
leave their stricken children and 
adults in their wake, those who 
cannot pay will be financed by 
the Georgia fund. 

The campaign is one of human- 
itarianism; one of assisting little 
children to regain use of their 
limbs; to come back to society as 
persons able to go along on their 
own. Therefore, it would be most 
unfortunate if politics were to en- 
ter into the campaign. 

This is a campaign for economic 
royalists, for tories, for million- 
aires, for reactionaries, for New 
Dealers, for middle-of-the-road- 
ers. This is a campaign for one 
and all. School children, teach- 
ers, businessmen, laborers, arti- 
sans, mechanics, clerks, and, as a 
matter of fact, old John J, Public 
himself, with the wife and kids.

Charge U. S. Statesmen Are 
Sowing Discord for Self- 
ish Purpose. 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—(UP)—Nazis 
took another political punch to- 
day at democratic statesmen—par- 
ticularly Joseph P. Kennedy, Unit- 
ed States ambassador to Great 
Britain—as_ speculati®n turned to 
Fuehrer Hitler’s. attitude toward 
the Ukrainian independence move- 
ment in eastern Europe. 

Developments tended to keep 
Nazi Germany in the center of a 
rapidly shifting European picture 
as follows: 

1, The official: diplomatic polit- 


jical correspondence—inspired by 


Kennedy’s critical comment on the 
Nazi anti-Semitic policy—charged 
that American statesmen were 
sowing discord among European 
nations for a selfish purpose. 

2. Leaders of the Ukrainian in- 
dependence movement directed 
against Poland, Rumania and 
Soviet Russia privately expressed 
confidence of Hitler’s sympathy 
and noted with - satisfaction that 
developments were following the 
Same pattern as in the Czech 
Sudetenland crisis. 

3. It was disclosed that Hitler 
plans to leave soon for Berchtes- 
gaden for a vacation of probably 
several weeks—a move that some 
observers saw as strikingly sim- 
ilar to Hitler’s periods of retire-

Woman Living 50 Years in Squalor | 


Disclosed To Have Left $350,000

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HUTCHINS TK 
N.Y. EXCHANGE DUE 
TO WHITNEY CASE 


Resigns After Board of 
Governors Declines To 
Investigate Further Into 
Sensational Scandal. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(UP)— 
President Robert M. Hutchins, of 
the University of Chicago, resign- 
ed.from the board of governors 
of the New York Stock Exchange 
today because he disagreed with 
the board’s otherwise unanimous 
opinion that the Richard Whitney 
scandal was a closed case. 

In his letter of resignation he 
cited “evidence tending to show 
that members of the exchange or 
their partners knew of Richard 
Whitney’s criminal conduct of his 
firm some months before its fail- 


Hutchins wanted the exchange 
to institute proceedings and set- 
tle “the question of responsibility 
of these members” who knew 
about the multi-million-dollar de- 
falcations of Whitney, himself 
five times president of the stock 
exchange. Among those who 
knew about it before action was 
taken, were partners of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company. 

Public Representative. 

The aggressive young intellect- 
ual who at the age of 30 became 
president of the University of Chi- 
cago was one of three representa- 
tives of the public on the board. 
The other two—General Robert E. 
Wood, president of Sears-Roebuck 
& Company, and Carle C. Con- 
way, chairman of Continental Can 
Company—voted against him on 
the Whitney affair. 

William McChesney Martin Jr., 
président of the stock exchange, 
announced Hutchins’ resignation. 
In a letter dated December 15, 
Hutchins wrote him: 

“As I intimated at the board 
meeting yesterday I must resign 
as a representative of the public 
on the board of governors of the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

“In the hearings before the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commis- 
sion there was evidence tending 
to show that members of the ex- 
change or their partners knew of 
Richard Whitney’s criminal con- 
duct or of the condition of his firm 
some months before its failure. 
The public interests, the good 
name of the exchange, and the 
good name of the members re- 
ferred to all require the board of 
governors to institute proceedings 
in which the question of the re- 
sponsibility of these members may 
finally be disposed of. 

“The decision of the board yes- 
terday to take no action compels 
me to present my resignation.’

Colorful, dynamic and person- 
able, the. ambassador is said 10 
have just the business background 
to make him a success as Secretary 
Roper’s successor. He has the con- 
fidence of business and his open 
and blunt way of doing things 
might go a long ways toward soft- 
ening some of the differences that 
have marked the New Deal’s re- 
lations with industrial leaders. 

Whether he would accept the 
post is not known. He is said to 
have been offered the job at one 
time, only to turn it down. While 
the innovation of being thrust into 
the role of diplomat at the most 
important capital of Europe has 
not been unpleasing to him, it 
nevertheless has proved a weary- 
ing experience, as he himself has 
confessed. Moreover, some of his 
acts have been displeasing to the | 
State Department. Under the cir-! 
cumstances he might conceivably ; 
reverse his former decision. 

No word has been forthcoming | 
from the White House as yet—not | 
even a whisper—as to whom the | 
President may have in mind, either | 
for this or the second cabinet va- | 
cancy resulting from the resigna- | 
tion of Attorney General Cum-| 
mings. But Mr. Roosevelt and Am- 
bassador Kennedy, a former head | 
of the United States Maritime | 
Commission, were closeted in an | 
extended conference just after his 
return from London and their con- | 
versation is assumed to have cov- | 
ered the field of both foreign and | 
domestic affairs.

One house leader, speaking pri- 
vately, has already predicted that, 
unless the administration takes 
the initiative to revise some fea- 
tures of the Wagner act, there is 
danger a coalition of Republicans 
and Conservative Democrats will 
attack it.

In general, the AFL wants: | 

1. To bind the board to grant 
any craft or class of workers the 
right to select its bargaining rep- 
resentatives by majority vote. 
(The CIO seeks to organize all 
workers in a plant into one union, 
whereas the AFL generally or- 
ganizes men according to the kind 
of work they do.) 

2. To curtail the board’s power 
to invalidate union contracts and 
to require the board to notify all 
interested parties before passing 
on contracts in dispute. 

3. To establish standard quali- 
fications for board examiners and 
to permit the filing of affidavits 
of prejudice against them. Also, 
to clarify the board’s power to is- 
sue subpoenas. 

4. To do away with “star 
chamber proceedings” by making 
the board’s case files and records 
available to interested parties in 
a labor case. 

5. To make the board conduct 
elections within 30 days of the re- 
quest and to decide all cases 
within 45 days after close of tes- 
timony.

SCIENTIST FINDS 
CARBON 1S SOURCE 
OF THE SUN'S HEAT 


Cornell Professor Says 
Atom’s Nucleus Burns 
in Sun Instead of the 
Outside As on Earth. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Dec. 17.—(/)— 
Discovery that: carbon, the stuff 
that makes coal, is the source of 
the heat of the sun was announced 
today at Cornell University. 

On earth man burns only the 
outside of the carbon atom. In the 
sun, this atom’s nucleus “burns.” 
ue nucleus gives many million 
times more heat than the “out- 
side.” 

How the sun can give so much 
heat without burning up has been 
one of the great puzzles of science. 
Scientists find that its size and 
heat are not even diminshing over 
millions of years. 

The new solution was given by 
Professor H. A. Bethe, of the Cor- 
nell physics department. He de- 
scribed it while discussing the re- 
port which this week brought him 
the Morrison prize of $500 for the 
best paper on solar and stellar en- 
ergy. 

“To supply the heat radiated by 
the sun in a single second,” he 
said, “ten million billion tons of 
coal would have to be burned, 

“The first explanation, suggest- 


ed more than a century ago, was 
that every particle in the sun falls 
toward the suh’s center and that 
the energy of these falling bodies 
is converted into heat. But it soon 
turned out that the energy of these 
falling bodies is more than a hun- 
dred times too small. 

“The same objection is raised 
against the later hypothesis, made 
at the beginning of this century, 
that radio-activity is the source of 
stellar energy.”

He once packed a stem of bananas 
for Christmas delivery to Al Capone in the Atlanta penitentiary, and a few years ago mailed seven 
quart bottles of Atlanta sewerage to Washington, at the request of a sanitary inspector. Yesterday, it 
was just another Christmas package, wrapped efficiently and quickly before the interested eyes of 


Clifford Hardisty and Virginia Phillips. 


1,500 Packages Wrapped a Day 
For Yule Shoppers by 2 Veterans 


Averaging 1,500 packages a day, 
10 days a year for the last 6 years, 
makes some 90,000 Christmas 
boxes that C. P. Tharpe and 
Charles Byrd, partners in one of 
Atlanta’s most unique enterprises, 
have wrapped. 

They were at it again yester- 
day, at their old stand, just in- 
side the Forsyth street entrance 
of the old post office building. 
And business was brisk. Dis- 
traught women waited patiently 
to have packages wrapped, or re- 
wrapped. 

“That’s most of our business,” 
Tharpe said, indicating a card- 
board box where half a dozen 
glass tumblers rattled loosely 
around. “You got to pack those 
things just right, or they won't 
let you mail them.” 

Set Up Stand Annually. 

With the pride of a_ trained 
artisan in his work, he extricated 
a corrogated cardboard box from 

a pile, and packed the glasses in 
tightly with excelsior. He bound 
the box soundly with cord, and 
with a flourish handed it to his 
customer. “That should go through 
now, lady,” he said, “I haven't 
ever had a clerk send back any- 
thing ‘T’ve wrapped. But it’s all 
in- knowing how,” he added con- 
solingly to his crestfallen client.

Were Blow to Goering, No. 2 Nazi 


Conservative Field Marshal. Forced To Play Game With 
Extreme Radicals in Order To Hold Place in 
Hitler’s Camp. 


BERLIN (Correspondonce of the | 
Associated Préss.)—For the first 
time since Adolf Hitler came into 
power in January, 1933, the radi- 
cals in the Nazi movement have 


been able to put something over) 


om Hermann Goering, pillar of the 
conservative section of the move- 
ment. 

His signature has been affixed 
to the decrees of November 12 and 
23 whereby German Jews collec- 
tively must pay a penalty of $400,- 


000,000 for the murder of Vom 
Rath at Paris by a young Polish 


Jew, and must repair, at their 
own expense, the damage done by 
hoodlums during the orgy of de- 
struction of November 10. 

More than that, he has set his 
name to the reason which was 
given for these punitive measures. 

Position Endangered. 

The Jew must himself pay for 
the damage to his property, it 
was said in the decree of Novem- 
ber 12, because this damage was 
“occasioned by the indignation of 
the people over the incitement of 


international Jewry against Na- 
tional Socialist Germany.” 

Those in the know assert that 
the doughty, heavy-set, square- 
jawed field marshal general had 
to play with the Lefists because 
he was in danger of losing ground 
as Germany’s No. 2 man. 

At a time when nobody else 
dared advise Hitler against going 
the whole limit in the Czecho- 
Slovak crisis during the porten- 
tous September days, Goering 
cautioned against making out- 
and-out war.

Suicides of 2 High-Born Japanese 
Portray Plight of Nippon’s Women 


By.  RELMAN MORIN, 

TOKYO — (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press)—The double 
suicide, recently, of a high-born 
Japanese woman and her daugh- 
ter has again sharply illustrated 
the tragically helpless position of 
women in Japan. 

Tokyo newspapers reported the 
case in full. They said that Vis- 
countess Toshiko Ozeki and her 
daughter, 23, drowned themselves 
in the ocean when, despite all their 
efforts, the viscountess’ brother re- 
fused to permit his niece to mar- 
ry an artist. 

Returned to Family. 
Seven years ago, the viscountess 


O, | was divorced. Her sons remained 


with the father, her daughter with 
her. Under Japanese law, she thus 


was returned to her own family. 
Her father having died, the elder 
brother had become the head of 
the family, As such, he had almost 
absolute control over the lives of 
his sister, and his niece. 

He did not approve the niece’s 
proposed marriage, the Japanese 
newspapers said. For a year, 
mother and daughter tried with- 
out success to persuade him. 

Finally, they gave him a silent 
answer when their cold and life- 
less bodies were found on the 
beach. . 

This is a case fairly typical to 
Japan, where both the family 
system and the legal code consg@re 
to place the woman in a complete- 
ly inferior position. She has few 
rights in legal theory, and almost 
none at all in actual practice. 

Arranged Marriages. 

Among the aristocracy, mar- 
riages are arranged. A go-between 
negotiates for the parents of the 
prospective bride and _ groom. 
There is no courtship between the 
young couple, and, indeed, the only 
time they ever meet is during ‘the 
formal otcasions when the ar- 
rangement is virtually concluded. 

For a well-born Japanese girl 
to go out unchaperoned with her 
future husband would be a serious 
breach of both etiquette and mor- 


At her wedding, the bride wears 
a white kimono. White being the 
funeral color in Japan, the cos- 
tume symbolizes her “death” as a 
member of her own family. When 
she enters her husband’s home, 
she wears red. Red is the color of 
birth, and the significance is that 
a new daughter has been “born”

| Mother Brings ( Old Fam- 
ily Bible for Ceremony; 
Walter H. Rich Sworn 
in to Education Board. 


Before what was said to be the 
largest crowd ever to witness the 
installation of a jurist in this state, 
Charles S. Reid yesterday became 
chief justice of the supreme court 
of Georgia. 

True to her promise, the new 
chief justice’s mother, Mrs, N. 
Reid, of Blairsville, brought along 
the torn Bible, which the family 
has used for four generations, and 
smiled through tear-dimmed eyes 
as Governor Rivers administered 
the oath to her son. 

The crowd which gathered for 
the ceremony filled both the Gov- 
ernor’s private office and the large 
waiting room outside, overflowing 
into the capitol corridors. The 
associate justices of the supreme 
court, most of the judges of the 
court of appeals, more than 100 
lawyers, and several hundred 
other friends and well wishers 
were present. When the cere- 
mony had been concluded, . the 
guests formed in line and, one by 
one, extended their congratula- 
tions to the new chief justice. 

Immediately afterward, Gover- 
nor Rivers swore in Walter H. 
Rich, Atlanta merchant, as fifth 
district member of the State Board 
of Education, Long a strong sup- 

rter of the common schools, Mr. 

ich succeeded Chief Justice Reid 
on the state board. He formerly 
served as a member of the Atlanta 
Board of Education and now is a 
member of the board of trustees 
of Young Harris College, the 
north Georgia institution which 
graduated both Governor Rivers 
and Chief Justice Reid. 

The chief justice’s mother sat 
at her son’s side and was the first 
to congratulate him when the 
ceremony was ended. Other mem- 
bers of the judge’s family also! 
were present. 

President .T. Jack Lance, of | 
Young Harris, headed a large dele- | 
gation of the college’s alumni and 
faculty members. 

“Young Harris is proud both of 
Governor Rivers and Chief Jus- 
tice Reid,” the educator said. “In 
fact we are proud of all of the 
boys our school has turned. out. 


This is a great day for our little) 


school. The Governor administer- 
ing the oaths is a Young Harris 
boy. The new chief justice is a 
Young Harris boy and his suc- 
cessor on the state board of edu- 
cation is a Young Harris trustee.” 

Associate Justice W. H. Duck- 
worth, of the supreme court, one 
of those on hand to welcome the 
new chief justice, is a Young Har- 
ris “boy.”

Cancer Funds Are Exhausted, 
Abercrombie Urges Quick Action 


Director of State Health Department Reveals That 170 
Pleas for Aid Are Being Received Each Month

Expenditures Itemized, 

He itemized the expenditure of 
the $68,000 as follows: $54,000 on 
the actual care and treatment of 
patients; $1,000 for educational 
work; the balance of $13,000 hav- 
ing been spent in the equipment of 
a patholigical diagnostic laboratory 
and office, and for salaries of a di- 
rector, two stenographers and a 
technician over a period of approx- 
imately 15 months, and for travel- 
ing expenses incident to surveying 
hospital facilities in the state. 

The $54,000, he explained, spent 
for care and treatment of patients, 
was expended on a total of 1,385 
patients from 149 counties in Geor- 
gia. This was at an average of $39 
per patient. Follow-up reports on 
cases treated to date indicate that 
42 per cent have been cured or the 
disease arrested. 

Citing the actual number of 
cases in Georgia, Dr. Abercrombie 
said that “based on the 1,782 
deaths from cancer reported in 
Georgia in 1937, it is estimated on 
the accepted statistics of three liv- 
ing cases for every death, there are 
more than 5,000 persons in Georgia 
suffering from cancer. 

“It is reasonably estimated on 
the basis of the medical economic 
survey made in 16 rural Georgia 
counties in 1937, that 50 percent of 
the persons suffering from cancer 
are financially unable to supply 
themselves with adequate treat- 
ment. Consequently, there are 
some 2,500 persons in Georgia suf- 
fering from cancer who would be 
eligible for state aid. If some 
source of aid is not made avail- 
able to these people, their condi- 
tion will progress to the incurable 
stage and finally terminate in 
death,” he said. 

Immediate Funds Needed. 

“Since cancer is curable if diag- 
nosed and 100 per cent fatal if 
allowed to go untreated, it is most 
important from a humane, as well 
as an economic standpoint that 
some provision be made to extend 
aid to unfortunate citizens of the 
state afflicted with this disease.” 

“If these facts are realized, I 
believe that our legislature, who 
are intrusted with the welfare of 
our state, will take the necessary 
steps to provide adequate care and 
treatment for indigent citizens suf- 
fering from cancer.” 

He said that the applications 
which are: continuing to be re- 
ceived monthly by the state health 
department for state aid are now 
necessarily being held in abeyance 
until additional funds for this 
work are provided. 

“Tt is unfortunate that this work 
must be interrupted even tempo- 
rarily as a considerable number of 
patients who are still under treat- 
ment may lose the benefit of pre- 
vious treatment administered,” he 
said. “In the case of others suffer- 
ing from cancer, treatment will 
have to be delayed until perhaps

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PROMI SENTIMENT 
CONTINUES GANS 
SURVEY REVEALS 


Although Majority Still 
Favors Repeal, Many 
Believe Liquor Laws 
Are Not Strict Enough. 


By DR. GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—After 
five years of repeal the American 
people are still overwhelmingly 
opposed to national prohibition, 


but there are signs of growing dry 
sentiment across the country, es- 
specially among the farms and 
small towns where the last great 
dry wave began. 

As the national convention of 
the once-powerful Anti - Saloon 
League ends its session in Colum- 
bus today after mapping plans for 
a “second crusade” to make Amer- 
ica dry, a nation-w'de study by 
the American Institute of Public 
Opinion shows that the reaction 
against repeal is expressing itself 
in two principal ways: 

(1) By an increase in the num- 
ber who would vote dry if nation- 
al prohibition comes up again, and 


(2) By a demand in nearly ev- 
ery part of the United States for a 
stiffening of the liquor laws. 


Taken together, these two facts 
help to explain the dozens of com- 
munities that have gone dry in 
“local option” elections recently. 
Although the public in general— 
and the liquor industry in partic- 
ular—have not missed the lesson 
of these local verdicts, the Insti- 
tute survey discloses the nation- 
wide extent of the demand for 
stricter liquor control for the first 
time. 

The Institute put a series of 
questions on prohibition and 
drinking to a scientifically selected 
cross-section of the voting popula- 
tion in all parts of the United 
States. In the first of these ques- 
tions voters were asked: “If the 
question of national prohibition 
should come up again, would you 
vote for it?” In reply, 36 per cent 
of the voters, or more than one 
in every three, said “Yes.” Sixty- 
four per cent said “No,” 

On the surface, at least, this is 
a sharp verdict for repeal. If 
translated into millions of votes, 
on the basis of the 1936 election, 
the vote means about 16,000,000 
in favor of bringing back pro- 
hibition and nearly 29,000,000 op- 
posed. The wet majority in this 
case would be even greater than 
President Roosevelt’s majority two 
years ago. 

But repeal has not quite been 
holding its own. In the official state 
referenda which wiped the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment from the books 
five years ago, only 30 per cent 
of the voters were dry.

In response to the 
Institute’s query, “Do you think 
young people would be better off 
if we had national prohibition 
again?” 43 per cent voted “Yes.” 

How far will the dry swing go? 
Is prohibition to become a national 
issue again? Much depends on 
whether the public is satisfied 
with the way liquor is regulated, 
and the Institute survey shows 
that a majority of voters are not 
satisfied with such regulation to- 
day. 

The Institute asked: “Do you 
think liquor regulations here are 
too strict, not strict enough, or 
about right?” The answers show 
that only 4 voters in every 100 
think regulations are “too strict,” 
but that 53 think they are “not 
strict enough,” and the remainder 
say “about right.”

An interesting sidelight is the 
vote for those states selling liquor 
under a state monopoly system as 
compared with the vote of states 
using the license system. The av- 
erage for the 15 states with monop- 
oly systems is: “Too strict,” 6 per 
cent; “Not strict enough,” 48 per 
cent, and “About right,” 46 per 
cent. 

In the 25 states using the license 
system the vote is: “Too strict,” 3 
per cent; “Not strict enough,” 53 
per cent, and “About right,” 44 
per cent. 

The greatest strength of the dry 
movement is where it has always 
been—among farmers and town 
dwellers, especially in the south 
and middle west, and among older 
persons rather than young persons. 
City voters and young persons 
alike average only 29 per cent in 
favor of a return to prohibition.

CHUNGKING, Szechuan, West 
China—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press)—Chiang Kai- 
shek’s 10-year struggle against 
“state’s rights’—the custom of 
provincial war lords to ignore the 
orders of the Chinese government 
—has reached its denouement, 

No Webster-Haines debates, no 
Lincolnian “house divided” 
speeches have been heard; but the 
struggle has been marked by 
daily examples of “nullification” 
and at least a dozen “secessions” 
from the government. 

And, now, the climax, with 
Chiang Kai-shek victorious, has 
come in Szechuan province, the 
Texas of China lying on the bor- 
ders of Tibet at the headwaters 
of the Yangtze river, where war 
lords have fought perennial civil 
wars for the past. 25 years. 

1938 Threat. 

“Szechuan for the Szechuan- 
ese” was the slogan that brought 
China to the brink of civil war 
in February, 1938, and even as 
late as last August the provincial 
capital was filled with handbills 
opposing the “invasion” of Chiang 
Kai-shek into Szechuan. 

But today the provincial army 
officers and politicans are com- 
pletely under the thumb of their 


super-governor, General Chang 


Chun, a _ trusted lieutenant of 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

Until 1935 Szechuan was ruled 
by five warring generals who col- 
lected fabulous amounts of tax 
revenues. estimated at United 
States $30,000,000 annually, from 
their 60,000,000 serfs. The mon- 
ey was squandered by these mod- 
ern Caesars and their ¢oncubines. 


War Lords’ State’s Rights Complex, 
Wiped Out by Single Kai-Shek Coup 


Corrupt Administration Fades Under Death Threat for 
Unknown Dictator Who Had “Misappropriated” 
$9,000,000 in Tax Monies in Szechuan Province. 


The infiltration .of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s power began in 1935 when 
the Red army invaded Szechuan, | 
forcing the veteran war lord, Liu 
Hsiang to beg for assistance from 
the Chinese government. 

Military Occupation. 

Chiang Kai-shek’s troops pour- 
ed into the province, followed by 
tax collectors, highway engineérs, 
telephone linesmen, and all the 
other earmarks of military occu- 
pation. 

When the Japanese invasion be- 
gan in July, 1937, the invalid war 
lord was forced to send a part of 
his provincial armies to the front, 


the Szechuan newspaper and po- 
litical organizations. More than 
200,000 provincial soldiers were 
mobilized for civil war. 

The episode which followed has 
never been printed, but it was one 
of the supreme achievements of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s career. 


Government agents had discov- 
ered the key to the Szechuan po- 
litical machine a sécret as magical 
as Samson’s long hair. Liu Hsiang 
had made his army colonels (com- 
manding 1,500 men apiece) direct- 
ly responsible to himself, or rather 
to his private secretary, Teng 
Hanghsiang. 

Centralized Control. 

This man Teng had control of 
the army, the political machine, 
and the tax collection. system. 

He was an unknown dictator 
in China’s most popular province. 

When the threat of ciyil war 
raised its horns, Chiang Kai-shek 
went straight to the leader. Teng 
Han-hsiang was ordered to report 
to the generalissimo’s headquar- 
ters in Hankow, where he was 
presented with a documented list 
of his own corrupt practices for 
the previous five years. His al- 
leged “squeeze” exceeded U 
$9,000,000.

Peach Growers 
Of Georgia Vote 
On Market Pact 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

MACON, Ga., Dec. 17.—Geor- 
gia’s important peach industry is 
deciding this week whether a pro- 
posed peach marketing agreement 
shall be made effective for the 
1939 season. The program would 
regulate the shipping in interstate 
commerce of peaches produced in 
the territory covered by the agree-. 
ment. 

In 59 counties, divided into the 
south ‘Georgia and central Georgia 
districts, peach growers are voting 
for or against the plan. Votes are 
being-filed by growers in the of- 
fices of county agents. The bal- 
loting will continue through Fri- 
day, December 23. 

A number of growers cast their 
ballots at a series of 14 meetings 
conducted this week by the Geor- 
gia Agricultural Extension Service 
to.discuss the terms of the pro- 
posed agreement. These votes will 
be consolidated with those being 
filed with county agents. 

The proposed agreement has 
been tentatively approved by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace. It 
can go into effect, however, only 
if two-thirds of the growers vot- 
ing, by number or by volume, fa- 
vor such action, and if handlers of 
50 per cent of the volume of 
peaches shipped in interstate com- 
merce from Georgia sign the 
agreement,

Bailey was declared winner of 
The Constitution’s Plant-To-Pros- 
per competition in Lincoln county. 

This enterprising northeast 
Georgian, who earns his living 
from the soil, has records to show 


that he has increased his net 
worth from $400 to $2,000 in four 
years, during a time when most 
farmers were finding the going 
pretty tough. So this is going to 
be the best Christmas season the 
Baileys have ever known. 

The advancement made by the 
Bailey family reads like a tale 
from a story-book. The years of 
economic depression had left them 
burdened with debt, and with 
little hope for the future. 

That was their condition in the 
spring of 1935, when they applied 
for government aid through the 
Farm Security Administration. Of 
course, the first year was the 
hardest because the loan had to 
be large enough to cover-the pur- 
chase of such items as foor, cloth- 
ing, two mules, other livestock, 
feed, seed and fertilizer. 

Rapidly Paid Off. 

Of the $439 advanced by the 
FSA early in 1935, the Baileys 
were able to repay $277 the fol- 
lowing fall. In 1936 they needed 
a loan of only $155, but repaid a 
total of $261. The next year they 
again repaid more than they bor- 
rowed, and this year balanced 
their account with the FSA by 
paying up\ll old indebtedness. 

The Baileys may not need a 
government loan to operate their 
farm in 1939, but if they do, it 
will be a small one. 

This financial “ achievement 
seems even more remarkable when 
it is considered that cotton is the 
only available major cash crop on 
the Bailey farm. But they have 
made up for their lack of re- 
sources by following-a diversified 


| 


for home consumption. 
Ten Bales of Cotton. 
Mr. Bailey didn’t spend his time 


| worrying about the price of cotton 


or other things he couldn’t help. 
Instead, he took the 15 acres al- 
lotted him under the AAA’s cot- 
ton adjustment program and grew 
10 bales of cotton, which he sold 
for $460 this fall. 


This amount of money looked 
even larger to him when he real- 
ized that he didn’t have to turn 
around and spend it for food and 
feed. In addition to his cotton 
crop, Mr. Bailey produced 200 
bushels of corn, 200 bushels of 
oats, 34 bushels of wheat, and five 
tons of hay. 

A year-around garden supplies 
the Baileys with fresh vegetables 
at nearly ¢@ll seasons, eight cows 
provide more than enough milk 
and butter, and 30 fine Rhode Is- 
land Red hens take care of the 
egg situation. They have three 
hogs to kill for meat this win- 
ter, and two others will be re- 
tained for breeding. 

Mrs. Bailey, who is just as in- 
dustrious as her husband, canned 
619 quarts of fruits and vegetables 
this summer, a supply which 
should last this family of six un- 
til spring gardens begin to come in. 

Farm Near Lincolnton. 

The 152-acre Bailey farm is lo- 
cated five miles from here, 14 
miles northwest of Lincolnton. Mr. 
Bailey owned 57 acres when he 
came on the FSA rural rehabili- 
tation program, and has bought 95 
acres of adjoining land since that 
time. 

Today he tills 75 acres with 
three fine mules. Every acre is 
terraced properly, and a sound 
plan of rotation with soil-building 
crops is being followed. This fall, 
Mr. Bailey planted six acres in 
Austrian winter peas, eight acres 
in wheat, and three acres in vetch 
and oats. 

The Baileys have also made im- 
provements on their house, and 
next year plan to build a new 


j agricultural program, which fea-' barn.

U.S. WILL TRANSFER} 


140 SHIPS 10 EAST 


50,000 Will Participate in 
Games Designed To Sway 
- South America. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(?) 
The navy disclosed today that’ a 
mighty armada of 140 fighting 
ships and 600 planes would. as- 
semble shortly on the east coast 
to practice war. 

The maneuvers, impressing 
Amerjcan seapower on Europe and 
South America, will be the first 


in the Atlantic in five years. 

Since the. operations first were 
announced several months ago as 
part .of routine training, the 
Czecho-Slovakian crisis in Europe 
and President Roosevelt’s empha- 
sis upon increased national and 
new world defense have _ given 
them added significance. 

Today’s announcement supplied 
many additional details concern- 
ing the maneuvers. 

They will get under way shortly 
after the first of the year, with 
the departure of the main fleet 
from the west coast. 

Testing the defenses of the Pan- 
ama canal and the Caribbean sea, 
some ships will steam as far 
south as Brazil and Colombia. 

Naval circles have heard, with- 
out official confirmation, that 
President Roosevelt himself would 
view some phases of the opera- 
tions in February. 

As outlined by the navy, the 
problem will be a mock war be- 
tween an invading ‘“white’’. fleet 
commanded by Adffiiral E. C. 
Kalbfus, seeking to establish coast 
bases, and a defending “black” 
fleet commanded by Vice Admiral 
Adolphus Andrews.

Call in a veterinarian if your 
dog is sick. Unless you are cer- 
tain of what ails the animal, do 
not attempt to cure him by pur- 
chasing some brand of dog medi- 
cine in the hope that it will make 
him well. 

Remember too, that medicine 
good for humans ‘is not neces- 
sarily good for a dog. I recall 
vividly the time a dog, owned by 
a friend of mine, swallowed a pill, 
which a member of the household 
accidentally had dropped on the 
floor. The animal became violently 
ill, and though a vet was called, 
it was not possible to save the 
puppy. 

Analysis of the pills disclosed 
an amount of strychnine exceed- 
ingly dangerous for a grown dog, 
and fatal to a puppy. Weight for 
weight a dog’s reaction to strych- 
nine is almost 10 times as violent 
as that of humans. Many house- 
hold pills contain strychnine in 
amounts which may cause the 
death of your cog. 


It has been established in court 
time after time that a dog is prop- 
erty and thus, according to law, 
must be treated as such. But a 
few years ago Judge Edward J. 
McGoldrick, well known New 
York jurist, knowingly erred in 
an opinion he handed down from 
the bench regarding the disposi- 
tion of a man’s “prope 

A man who had seen better days 
was brought before the judge by 
a receiver appointed by the court, 
for failing to allow his dog to be 
sold to satisfy his creditors. The 
judge listened to the man’s plea 
that the dog had been his faith- 
ful companion for nine years and 
had shared both his prosperity 
and adversity. Spectators in the 
courtroom were moved to tears as 
the elderly man passionately 
pleaded to be allowed to keep his 
pet. You could have heard a pin 
drop as Judge McGoldrick slowly 
and deliberately rendered his de- 
cision. He held that the dog on 
account of his age and absence of 
pedigree had no real value and 
that the man could keep the dog. 
Court attaches knew the judge 
had erred legally and that law- 
fully the dog could have been 
taken to satisfy creditors but they 
joined in the noisy celebration 
that greeted the decision.

V. Fletcher, general counsel for 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads, and Senator Arthur H, Van- 
denberg. The latter stated that the 
present bonded debt of $11,250,- 
000,000 had a market value of only 
$7,250,000,000, and that a $4,000,- 
000,000 reduction in this debt, 
conceded to be top-heavy, could 
be effected if the carriers were 
permitted to buy in their bonds. 


Improved Earning. 


More fundamental are the indi- 
cations of improved earnings by 
the carriers and new spirit of ven- 
ture in the purchase of heavy ma- 
terials and in seeking bids on 
equipment. The best of present 
prospects for iron and steel manu- 
facturers in the first quarter of 
1939 come from the railroads. Not 


only are a majority of the self- 
sufficient systems in the market 
for rails, structural materials and 
cars, but also those whose require- 
ments must be met, if at all, by 
federal grants of credit. It is es- 
timated that the coming year will 
see the purchase of one million 
tons of rails at the reduced price 
of $40 a ton, compared with 850,- 
000 tons this year. 


In spite of setbacks, such as in 
the production of iron and steel, 
the index of business steadily 
mounts to a higher level, being 8 
to 9 points above that of last De- 
cember. For November, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board reports indus- 
trial production above 100, com- 
pared with 77 in the first*half of 
the year and with 117 at the high 
of 1937. It is higher today. 

Private construction is running 
about 50 per cent above the corre- 
sponding period in 1937. The in- 
crease authorized by President 
Roosevelt this week of $1,000,000,- 
000 in the amount of Federal 
Housing Administration insured 
mortgages is predicated on expec- 
tations of residential building on 
the biggest scale since 1929. This 
will aid employment in one of the 
largest groups of jobless or part- 
time workers in the country.

COTTON PRICES GAIN 
DURING PAST WEEK 


10-Market Average of 8.36 
Is 6 Points Higher, Bu- 
reau Reports. 


Cotton prices strengthened and 
the 10-market average of 8.36 
cents for middling 7-8-inch on 
Friday, December 16, was 6 points 
higher than a week earlier, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. 

Prices averaged 8.39 cents for 
middling 7-8-inch cotton in the 10 
markets for the week ended De- 
cember 16 against an average of 
8.36 cents for the previous week 
and 8.18 cents for the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

The 10-market average pre- 
miums for good middling and 
strict middling each increased 1 
point to 50 and 34 points, respec- 
tively, on middling 7-8-inch. The 
discounts for strict low middling 
and low middling were each nar- 
rowed 1 point to 57 and 130 points 
off middling. The 10-market aver- 
age discount for middling 13-16- 
inch narrowed 1 point to 91 points 
off middling 7-8. The premiums 
for middling 15-16 and _ 1-inch 
each increased 1 point to 29 and 
53 points, respectively, on mid- 
dling 7-8. In the Memphis market 
the premiums for middling 1 1-16, 
1 1-8 and 1 3-16 inches were un- 
changed at 75, 190 and 315 points, 
respectively, on middling 7-8. 

Sales of 43,000 bales of ::pot cot- 
ton were reported in the 10 desig- 
nated markets compared with 44,- 
000 in the preceding week and 
118,000 bales in the corresponding 
week a year ago. The Commodity 
Credit Corporation “received re- 
ports through December 15 on a 
total of 3,436,000 bales from the 
1938 crop pledged on government 
loans, of which 157,000 bales were 
reported during the week compar- 
ed with 168,000 bales in the pre- 
vious week. Total government loan 
stocks exceed 10,400,000 bales. 

Export buying of American cot- 
ton for both prompt and deferred 
shipment was again small. Exports 
of 46,000 bales compared with 
135,000 in the previous week and 
125,000 bales in the corresponding 
week last season. Exports of 1,762,- 
000 bales from August 1 to De- 
cember 15 were about 1,150,000 
bales or nearly 40 per cent less 
than in the corresponding period 
last season.

CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—(4)—The 
prospect that Argentina will har- 
vest the second largest wheat crop 
in its history this season ‘depressed 
wheat prices in world market: to- 
day. 

An official estimate forecasting 
a harvest of 315,964,000 bushels, 
largest since 1928 and with that 


exception the biggest on record for 
Argentina, indicated that country 
will have an exportable surplus 
in excess of 200,000,000 bushels to 
augment the world’s already bur- 
dening supply. 

Chicago values declined as much 
as 3-4 cent early in the session to 
the lowest point in two weeks, but 
selling was not active and frac- 
tional rallies took place before the 
close. Liverpool finished 5-8 to 
11-8 lower while Winnipeg lost 
about a cent. 

There was little else of interest 
in the wheat market except the 
Argentine report. Export business 
was quiet, but weather was clear 
in the southwest and precipitation 
the past 24 hours proved to be un- 
important. 

The size of the prospective Ar- 
gentine harvest was 35,000,000 to 
50,000,000 bushels larger than

pected. Last year’s crop totaled 
only 184,760,000 bushels. B. W. 
Snow said the Argentine govern-

Still Menace to People of U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Dec.

disease itself might not be recog- 
nized immediately since compara- 
tively few physicians have ever 
seen a case of bubonic plague or 
typhus fever, they added. 

Plague Spreads Eastward. 

Bubonic plague germs have 
been spreading gradually east- 
ward among ground rodents since 
an outbreak occurred in San 
Francisco in 1906 after rats from 
a plague-infested ship mingled 
with wharf rats along the water- 
front. These transferred the di- 
sease, presumably through fleas, 
to other rodents in the area and 
it has gradually spread over an 
ever-widening circle. Each year 
the public health service has re- 
corded occurrence of the disease 
in animals and in some cases in 
humans on an eastward-moving 
disease frontier. 
Typhus fever is apparently 
spreading in much the same man- 
ner among rodents, Dr. George D. 
Brigham, bacteriologist of the 
public heaith service, declared. 

It has previously been proved 
that woodchucks,; meadow mice, 
the opossum, wood rats, cotton 
rats, rice rats and flying squir- 
rels, as well as three species of 
wood-dwelling mice harbored the 
disease. 

Typhus Germ Injected. 

In experiments in which Dr. 
Brigham infected other animals 
with the typhus germ he found 
that two additional species of 
squirrels, two species of wild rab- 
bits, a species of chipmunk and 
the ordinary skunk also carried 
the disease and could transmit it 
to humans.

Parliamentary Law 
Pointers Are Given. 


The use of parliamentary 
language, forms and phrases 
distinguishes the finished ex- 
ecutive, and proves of value in 
finding self expression in meet- 
ings. 

Parliamentary law provides 

an approved method of con- 
ducting meetings in an orderly, 
expeditious manner. It ascer- 
tains the will of the majority; 
it enables an assembly to trans- 
act business with economy of 
time and with order and ac- 
curacy. 
_ As I have stated before, orig- 
inating in the British parlia- 
ment, it was brought to this 
country by the early English 
settlers. It has been modified 
from time to time, to meet the 
current needs, and has been 
used by leaders of this country 
from the very beginning. 
Thomas Jefferson wrote the 
first manual, which is still used 
as a reference book in the 
house of representatives at 
Washington, D. C. 

The parliamentarian of the 
house of representatives says 
“Robert’s Rules of Order, Re- 
vised, still commands the re- 
spect and observance that it 
has in the past in deliberative 
societies and organizations.” 

Correct procedure in the con- 
duct of meetings is just as 
necessary as are rules of gram- 
mar in speaking and writing. 
So parliamentary law teaches 
common sense and courtesy in 
meetings and’ should be used 
with the utmost tact. 

Robert’s Rules of Order, Re- 
vised, is the parliamentary au- 
thority of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs. 

Club women who wish to be- 
come more familiar with par- 
liamentary usage are advised 
to obtain a pamphlet of Rules 
of Order in parliamentary prac- 
tice, compiled for the use of 
clubwomen by Mrs. Kate Green 
Hess, the beloved parliamen- 
tarian of the Fifth District. 

This pamphlet is adapted 
from Robert’s Rules of Order, 
in a simplified and under- 
standing manner, and is de- 
signed to assist those who are 
seeking a better understanding 
of the fundamental principles 
of parliamentary law, and who 
are desirous of helping others 
in applying these rules to or- 
ganization work. This simple 
compilation will prove prac- 
tical and helpful to studénts of 
this subject. 


Club dues for 1939 should be 
paid promptly and with the pay- 
ment there should be included a 
list of paid members who are elig- 
ible for the membership cards 
which will be issued in January.

THE SOUTH IN CONGRESS 

When congress next convenes the south will 
find itself in a much better strategic position 
because of changes in party representation 
through the elections of November 8. 

Gains by the Republicans in the north and 
east have returned to the south majority con- 
trol of the Democratic representation. Southern 
Democrats will hold the majority in any party 
caucus that may be held. In view of the spot- 
light position which has been accorded the 
problems of the south by the report of the Na- 
tional Emergency Committee, it seems assured 
that the economic issues of this region will be 
given preferred place, if southern representa- 
tives maintain a united front. 

It should be possible, under such a set-up, to 
secure reforms that will go far toward remedy- 
ing conditions which, in the past, the south has 
been powerless to change. Conditions, be it 
noted, that are chiefly responsible for the han- 

- dicaped status of this section in the national 


economy. 

Representative Ramspeck, of the Fifth Geor- 
gia, has announced he will introduce his bill 
designed to equalize freight rates in all parts of 
the country, thus lifting from the back of the 
southern producer and industrialist the inde- 
fensible handicap of unjust differential in ship- 
ping costs. 

It should not be beyond possibility to secure 
such adjustments in the tariff structure of the 
nation that the way will be reopened for export 
of at least a portion of that cotton, from the 
south, which is now, to all intents and purposes, 
impounded in this country, unsold and mortgag- 
ed to the federal government. 

While no informed man dreams the south 
can ever recapture in full the export trade in 
cotton which was once the mainstay of this 
country’s international trade, there is no reason 
why, given fair opportunity, American grown 
cotton should not regain a large part of its 
former foreign market. 

It was a simple matter of sales, in the days 
when the United States was a debtor nation. 
The World War, however, reversed this situa- 
tion. It is now the other countries of the world 
which owe us. This nation holds almost a 
monopoly on world gold. Without gold to pay 
for purchases, other nations cannot buy our 
cotton, or other products, unless they can sell 
their goods in this country, in order to create 
credits with which to pay for our cotton. 

Thus the high tariff wall acts not only to 
keep out foreign -products and manufactured 
goods, but likewise as a wall preventing the 
export of American grown cotton. 

The southern farmer has, thus, been the 
final payer of the tariffs the United States has 
collected for more than half a century, tariffs 
which have constituted a penalty against the 
agricultural south in favor of the industrial 
east. 

Some southern products desire tariff pro- 
tection. Others, notably cotton, are ruined be- 
cause of tariffs. The southern representatives 
in congress are thus faced with a complicated 
duty to lift the tariff burden off the backs of 
those in the south it injures, while retaining it 
where advantageous. 

It is easily within the realm of possibility 
that labor representatives and those from the 
farm sections of the midwest will work with the 
south in all these problems. Not for any al- 
truistic and long-range motives, but because of 
the immediate danger to their interests if the 
south is forced to a drastic change in its econ- 
omy. 

If southern agricultural workers are forced 
from the farms, they will become a new worry 
for labor, still further glutting the man-power 
market and making still more difficult the task 
of those who would increase the economic well- 
being of labor. 

Likewise the midwest must see that. if cotton 
is to be forced out of the picture in the south, 
- this section must turn, more and more, to the 
taising of those food and feed crops which are 
now chiefly produced in the west. 

Of course, in the long view, as pointed out 
by President Roosevelt, an improvement in 
, Monomic conditions in the south, and increase 
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are more immediate and urgent reasons, as 
stated, why, labor and the west should help, in 
every way they can, the south to secure equality 


of opportunity and fair treatment by the rest:

While the south is in the party saddle in 
congress the time is opportune to strike a tell- 
ing blow for southern economic justice.

Realization, during the past week, of the

The first allotment of these 
funds, coming as it did during the Christmas 
season, made more impressive the tremendous 
value of the truly royal gift, 

The establishment of this foundation by a 
wealthy man who made his success in Atlanta, 
and who, with other members of his family, 
has always kept this city as their real home, 
is a demonstration of the high social value of 
accumulated wealth when it is in the hands 
of one who is not only worthy of that steward- 
ship, but who applies to the use of the money 
the same wise sagacity which made possible the 
creation of the fortune in the first place. 

The list of the institutions and agencies 
which benefit under this first division of funds 
has been published and it is unnecessary to 
rename them here. Suffice it to say that each 
one is performing important social work for the 
community. The new funds received will be 
reflected in better opportunity for service and 
in accelerated regeneration of the lives crippled 
by illness, by accident or by economic fate. 

When men of. wealth regard that wealth but 
as stewardship for the greater good of all, as 
did Mr. Whitehead, the accumulation of large 
fortunes is justified and their purpose in the 
Divine scheme of things is made evident. 


MOST FANTASTIC TRUTH : 

Rarely in any one week does so much news 
pass over the editorial desks of the type that 
proves the truth of the adage that “truth is 
stranger than fiction.” 

One was that of the death of Gaston B. 
Means, arch-criminal, who died as he had lived 
much of his life—in jail. The story of his 
machinations in the high places of the land 
died with him, yet his own story—so much of 
it as is known—reads like fantastic fiction. He 
was, to his prosecutors, a modern Baron Mun- 
chausen. His mind conjured the weirdest plots 
to be actually carried into effect because of the 
very character that lends plausibility to fiction. 

Another such story is the one being unfold- 
ed of Daniel B. Coster, now a suicide, identified 
as a swindler well known to police. Coster had 
changed his name, grown in business stature to 
head one of the most respected businesses of to- 
day. He managed to manipulate one section of 
the company’s business into his exclusive con- 
trol and, when the investigators opened the nut 
a stockholder had cracked, they found nothing 
but a shell in what had been an $18,000,000 
asset of the $87,000,000 company. Now there 
are hints of arms shipments to belligerent 
countries under the billing of milk of magnesia. 

What fiction writer would have toyed with 
such a plot? None, for it does not sound logical 
that such a thing could happen in this day and 
time, and fiction, at least, must bear the sem- 
blance of plausibility. 

Then, too, there has been the case of the 
Venus of the Turnip Patch, in which an un- 
known sculptor gained notoriety at the expense 
of leaders in French art. A night club enter- 
vainer basked in the reflection—she had, she 
Said, posed for the statue of Venus that had 
been ascribed to a carver of the court of Had- 
rian or Augustus. Her shapeliness did not belie 
her story, yet it seems hard to believe a mod- 
ern work should so fool the eminent savants 
and enrich a poor farmer who had been ex- 
hibiting it at 6 1-2 cents a throw. 

Life can never become prosaic so long as 
truth sounds more impossible than fiction.

Every week should be golden rule week when 
it comes to doing good deeds for the benefit of 
stricken mankind. But the seven days between 
December 11 and 18 have been set aside by the 
Golden Rule Foiindation, Lincoln Building, New 
York city, as an appropriate time for those of 
good fortune, those who have warm clothing 
and plenty to eat, to give thought to the thou- 
Sands of helpless, starving children made or- 


phans by the ravages of war. 

According to the Foundation, which is con- 
ducting a series of radio broadcasts, most peo- 
ple of affluence are inclined to eat too much. 
By simply dropping some small portion of the 
diet each day for a week, or longer, it will not 
only be of great benefit to those making the 
sacrifice, but will be of enormous help to those 
without food or clothing in the war ravaged 
lands. 

It is proposed that the money thus saved at 
each meal be contributed toward a fund to be 
utilized in buying necessities for those who have 
nothing. To all intents and purposes it would 
be as if those who have an abundance were en- 
tertaining an unseen guest in their homes. 

One dollar thus saved and contributed will 
provide shelter, food, clothing and care for one 
child for one month. Five dollars will provide 
food for one fatherless family for one month.

FAITH IN DEMOCRACY. 

Alarmed by the world-wide as- 
sault on democracy, we hear the 
exhortation from all over Ameri- 
ET : s ca, “have faith 
in democracy.” 
But in view of 
the many very 
questionable 
methods used 
for “the de- 
fense of de- 
mocracy,” it is 
quite evident 
there are very 
many quite dif- 
frent concep- 
—— the 
mean 
before there can be a common 
faith, there must be a common 
ideal in which to place our 
faith. It is so easy for a cry 
of this kind to become a 
mere partisan shibboleth, used. to 
arouse the mob spirit to violate 
the fundamental principles of our 
democracy. Yet so vital is it to 
the preservation of our liberties, 
that we do have faith in democ- 
racy, that I am raising the ques- 
tion what is the meaning of such 
a faith, and how will it express 
itself? 

Our fathers wrote their defini- 
tion of American democracy and 
laid the foundation of our gov- 
ernment, in terms of human rights. 
It is profoundly significant that 
they refused to discriminate be- 
tween races or creeds or classes, 
but declared that “All men have 
inalienable rights.” Democracy as 
so stated is not a form of govern- 
ment, but rather an attitude to- 
ward human life—a faith in the 
value and dignity of a man. A 
man is a being endowed by his 
Creator with the “inalienable 
rights of life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness.” 

Political Creed. 

Afterwards when they came to 
translate this fundamental faith 
into political terms, by writing a 
constitution for our government, 
they incorporated in it a bill of 
particulars, which we have called 
the “Bill of Rights.” Herein they 
interpret what they mean by the 
right of “all men” to live and be 
free to pursue their happiness. 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or respecting the free ex- 
ercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press; 
or the right of people to peaceably 
assemble, and to petition the gov- 
ernment for a redress of griev- 
ances.” Now to have “faith in de- 
mocracy,” as interpreted by our 
Declaratior® of Independence, and 
our constitution, means to have 
faith in freedom of religion, free- 
dom of speech for the individual 
and the press, and the freedom of 
all, or any, of the people to 
peaceably assemble and express 
whatever “grievances” they may 
have. 

Merely to repeat a creed, in 
church or in a political assembly, 
is futile formality. Genuine faith 
must find expression in conduct. 
So if our democratic faith is to be 
a living force in the life of this 
republic, we must allow each man 
to make his own choice in the 
matter of religion, how he shall 
worship, or whether he shall wor- 
ship at all, and see to it that he 
shall not be coerced or persecuted 
politically, commercially, or s0- 
cially, because of that choice. So 
in the matter of freedom of ex- 
pression of opinions, whether in 
private, in print, or in public as- 
sembly, people must be allowed 
to declare their convictions, no 
matter how obnoxious those opin- 
ions may be to others. 

Its Expression. 

It is more difficult to exercise 
this faith in our country today 
than ever before, because of the 
shrewdly organized propaganda of 
alien faiths within our own land, 
seeking to destroy our democracy. 
Using for their protection our 
principle of freedom of speech, 
they seek to overthrow the very 
government which grants this 
freedom, and substitute for it a 
dictatorship which would rob us 
of that liberty. Aroused to indig- 
nation by these representatives of 
totalitarian governments—whether 
of Communism, Fascism or Nazi- 
ism—our first impulse is to silence 
them, by denying them the right 
of freedom of speech and freedom 
of assembly. _ 

Of course, when we clearly ex- 
amine this method of fighting the 
enemies of our democracy, it will 
be seen to be a surrender of the 
very principle which we are sup- 
posed to be defending. It means 
that we have lost faith in the prin- 
ciple of freedom of speech and 
assembly. Because if democracy 
cannot stand the test of free dis- 
cussion of its principles, then it is 
not worth preserving. This un- 
willingness on the part of some 
people to trust the people to 
choose between Fascism or Com- 
munism and democracy in a free 
public discussion of these contra-~ 
dictory political doctrines, is a 
lack of faith in the ability of the 
people to govern themselves, 
which is the essence of democracy. 

Opinion and Conduct. 

Paradoxical as it may sound, the 
most dangerous enemies of democ- 
racy are those who, claiming to 
defend it from its enemies, adopt 
the spirit and the methods of 
totalitarian dictators. Those of us 
who have faith in democracy have 
no fear whatsoever that a frank 
and free criticism of our prin- 
ciples or our institutions can do us 
the least harm. For freedom of 
discussion is the very breath of 
democracy. 

Here a clean cut distinction 
must be made between opinion 
and conduct. Our government has 
the authority to force its citizens 
to conform their conduct to its 
legal enactments, but no authority 
to coerce their conscientious opin- 
ions to harmonize with its laws. 
While a law of the government 
can command obedience of con- 
duct, it can never command ap- 
proval, nor can it be above criti- 
cism. So we must take the dis- 
tinction between an effort to in- 
terfere by force with the orderly 
processes of the government, and 
the effort by education, or propa- 
ganda if you please, to make even 
the most radical changes in po- 
litical opinions. Force must be met 
by force in the exercise of the 


police power of the government 


For more than a week, those of 


us who were to hear and see An- 


thony Eden, upon his first appear- 
ance in this country, enjoyed that 
type of human emotions which are 
the special monopoly of the auto- 
graph hounds and the jitterbugs. 
And that interested me tremen- 
dously, for rarely do diplomats 
and statesmen and even foreign 
propagandists stir the imaginations 
and emotions. I have seen orien- 
tal crowds go mad over an Amer- 
ican movie star; but the greatest 
American statesman could come 


and go with barely a mass nod. : 
Men of rank in their own coun-| 


tries are constantly coming to this 
land of the free, but rarely do 
they make more than a few inches 
on a front page—wnually, their 
comings and goings are reserved 
for the society columns and often 
are the promptings of press agents. 


I discussed this with all sorts of 
people during the convention of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. Four thousand seats 
were sold for the banquet that he 
addressed, the largest dinner ever 
given at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Many were turned away. Rumors 
as to whether he would arrive in 
time for the dinner stirred the 
imagination of these businessmen.

You nev- 
er can tell what can happen—and 
Harry Bridges floating his Com- 
munist self on these waterfronts— 
possibly to organize some anti- 
something, anti-anything demon- 
stration. 


WHAT MADE 
FASCINATION? 

And what made Anthony Eden 
so fascinating? Nobody expected 
him to make a pronouncement 
that would startle the world. 
When: news came from England 
that the British government had 
approved his speech, many of us 
felt that this would be something 
like Senator Byrnes’ speech—the 
first rumors built it up to a haugh- 
ty magnificence; upon pronounce- 
ment, it was merely better than 
the usual. 

Yet, nothing dampened the ar- 
dor for Anthony Eden. Even when 
the word began to spread, as such 
words do in huge crowds, that 
Eden was only coming over to get 
us into war, nobody was quite 
willing to give up a main floor 
seat. 

The explanation is that people 
want to see Anthony Eden. It does 
not matter what he says or does— 
they want to see him. He is 
Knighthood in Flower. He is 
Prince Charming. He is St. George 
fighting dragons. He resigned for 
principle. He isn’t a trimmer. He 
can stand up till the last round 
and come back after a knock-out. 
He is an Englishman. 

WE ARE PART 
OF TRADITION 

And that is it in this curious 
world, this complex of races and 
nations and colors, that we call 
America. No matter where our 
grandfathers came from—we are 
part of the Anglo-Saxon tradition 
and when a phenomenon appears 
like Anthony Eden—the embodi- 
ment of England—we like him. 
We know that he is part of us. It 
is a curious, irrational, illogical, 
unscientific kinship. But it is there 
as surely as the affection of a 
mother for the babe of her body. 

I sat not far from Anthony Eden 
—and right in front of him. At a 
table just a little away sat Noel 
Coward. Closer was Ronald Tree, 
a member of parliament. And 
from where I sat, unless I turned 
my head away, I had to look at 
Mrs. Eden :-and her party. It was a 
fortunate seat; it gave me an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to study 
facial expressions, to catch those 
little glimpses of personality, that 
glance from eye to eye among a 
few Englishmen surrounded by 
thousands of Americans. 

There is this about the English 
of Anthony Eden’s generation: 
They know that their country w 
not expand; they know that they 
will have to fight for their exist- 
ence; they know that they must 
have our friendship and support. 
And knowing that, they are sen- 
sitive to public reactions here 
more than anywhere on earth. 
There was a definite strain on all 
their faces when Anthony Eden 
started to speak; there was a def- 
inite relaxation when he received 
such an ovation as falls to the 
lot of few from an audience s0 
hard-boiled. 


SIMPLE 
MESSAGE 

Anthony Eden’s message was a 
very simple one. His argument 
was: The state was made as a 
mechanism of service for free 
men. Free men cannot be serv- 
ants of the state. The most prec- 
ious of all human possessions is 


individual liberty. Lose that and | 


life has no value. The coilectivist, 
totalitarian state is an unmitigated 
evil. Its ideals are false, because it 
substitutes worship of the state 
for the rights of the individual 
man. In such states, the individual 
becomes a mere mechanism of 
service for the state—a cog, 4a 
pawn, a hammer, a saw, an inkpot 
—but never a real man, never a 
free man. 

It was an interesting argument 
that Anthony Eden offered and 
ran so counter to the news of the 
day. He said that England had a 
unity of faith which mattered 
more than the confusion on the 
surface of politics. That unity of 
faith was as strong today as ever. 
It would see England through. I 
could not help feeling that Eng- 
land was declaring war on some- 
body through the personality of 
Anthony Eden. It undoubtedly 
was war. England would be ready. 

Then Anthony Eden did and 
said the words that nobody ex- 
pected. He said that he had not 
come to ask America to pull Eng- 
land’s chestnuts out of the fire.

he Law 
‘And the People

The divorce mill, unlike the 
mills of the gods, grinds exceed- 
‘ingly fast. At each successive 
istarting of the machinery produc- 
tion tops the preceding run. Most 
people continue to wonder, as they 
long have wondereed, what, if 
anything, can be done to lessen the 
ever increasing output. The an- 
swer, presumably, is nothing. 

Although no fault is to be found 
with the efforts of interested par- 
ties to persuade their married 
friends to “stick it out” for the 
sake of something or other—al- 
though in many cases a life sen- 
tence in jail would be preferable 


to continuing the relationship—it 
would undoubtedly prove to be a 


bad law to compel them to do so. 

In an effort to solve the prob- 
lem many restrictions have been 
placed on remarriage of the newly 
un-weds. In Kansas, although the 
divorce decree becomes absolute 
immediately, neither party is per- 
mitted to remarry until the ex- 
piration of 6 months. In Arizona 
it’s one year. In Alabama divorced 
couples may not remarry, except 
ach other, until the end of 60 
days. While this sounds a bit like 
the sentence for a misdemeanor, 
the punishment for remarriage 
within the prohibited period would 
be much greater as the offense 
committed would be bigamy under 
he law. 


Intent Cloudy. 

It is probably a simple matter 
of opinion as to whether this form 
of punishment was intended by 
the reformers to defer untying the 

ld knot or merely to discourage 
he tying of a new one. Perhaps it 
ras felt that persons, once re- 
eased from the irksome noose, 
should be encouraged to stay loose. 
et no legal obstacle has been 
hrown in the rocky paths of such 
pptimistic Alabama couples as 
ish to resume the irksome jour- 
ey together. 

While there are no figures at 
and to support the argument, it 
s doubtful if the cooling periods 
n Kansas and other states fore- 
stall any more objectionable mar- 
jages, or reduce the number of 
subsequent divorces, than the no 


ooling time before resuming the | 


blissful relationship with another 
yartner in Maine and California. 

Many enthusiastic, well-inten- 
ioned people, thinking to make 
arriage more enduring, would 
nact a federal law placing an ab- 
olute ban against divorce—under 
any conditions. But history long 
go proved the fallacy of such a 
restriction. No more glaring ex- 
ample of failure, both from a mor- 

“lil, as well as a practical, angle 
s to be found than in France, 
here the institution of marriage 
as hedged with greater formality 
nd sanctity than anywhere on 
arth. For a period of 60 years up 
o 1884 no divorce was granted re- 
ardless of the unhappy circum- 
tances. 

The placing of the ban against 
livorce had a two-fold purpose. 
irst, to encourage marriage and, 
t the same time, preserve the 
nstitution. Second, to increase the 
irth rate, for France, then as 
how, needed men to fill the ranks 
f its army. 

The Plan Failed. 

But the plan failed miserably. 
he marriage rate declined, dur- 
ng the period the law was in 
ffect, to a lower point than in 
ny Christian nation in the world. 
aturally, too, the legitimate birth 
ate dropped correspondingly. Il- 
gitimacy, on the other hand, 
wrew alarmingly. In fact it became 
ar more prevalent than in those 
estern countries where divorces 
rere allowed with reasonable re- 
trictions. 

In a desperate effort to offset 
he decline in the number of mar- 
iages extreme measures were re- 
orted to. Heavy taxes were levied 
gainst all bachelors. And as a 
imple inducement to increase the 

Miation’s legitimate cannon fodder 
pecial bounties were offered, The 
nore babies per married couple, 
he greater the bounty, as in Italy 
oday. But neither measure was 
rroductive of the hoped for re- 
ults. 

Experiment Ended. 

Eventually the people of France 
eached the inevitable conclusion 
hat an absolute denial of divorce, 
nstead of encouraging marriage as 
vas anticipated and increasing the 
irth rate as was particularly de- 
ired, had been a positive discour- 
gement to both. So the law was 
brogated and statutes enacted 
inder which unhappy and uncon- 
‘enial marriages could be dissolv- 


d. 

It is doubtful if there is any 
eason for supposing that an ab- 
olute denial of divorce in the 
Inited States would result in a 
iifferent experience than in 
‘rance. On the contrary, there is 
very reason for believing the re- 
ults woukid be eyen less tasteful. 
n all probability there would be 
mn ever-increasing reluctance to 
Jacing the neck in the matrimo- 
jal noose if there was no possi- 
ility of withdrawing it in case 
he knot proved painful.

The only person who won any- 
thing at Munich was Hitler. 

France lost catastrophically. The 
‘other day Mr. Gayda, the official 
‘pen of Mussolini, exulted that 
'France was now in precisely the 
position of Czecho-Slovakia prior 
to Munich. This is too near the 
truth to be lightly dismissed. 


MUSSOLINI 
NOT HAPPY 

But Mussolini has nothing to be 
very happy about, either. At that 
curious Munich poker game 
France and Britain held ace cards, 
but were afraid to risk them 
| against so high a stake, They went 
out very early in the game. Mus- 
solini assisted Hitler in continual- 
ly raising the stakes, but Hitler 
took the whole pot, and without a 
royal flush, either. 

Mussolini is now desperately 
trying to hold on to some remnant 
of his influence in the Danubian 
basin. He is, for instance, back- 
ing up Hungary and Poland in 
their still not abandoned attempt 
to create a common frontier via 
the Carpathian province of 
Czecho-Slovakia and thus keep 
Germany away from Russia. 

Mussolini’s attempt to keep 
some influence in Prague goes so 
far as to protest against Prague 
newspaper censorship! The new 
long-distance control of the press 
not only includes the demands 
that certain things should not be 
mentioned: it insists that certain 
things shall be printed. 

Thus Mussolini has forced the 
Prague press to révive in print an 
article previously suppressed. 

The German government is do- 
ing the same thing, so the Czecho- 
Slovak news is now chiefly manu- 
factured outside its borders. 

But the hope of Poland and 
Hungary is small, and Mussolini’s 
move in the west is made all the 
more urgent because he has lost so 
much in the east to Hitler. 


GERMANY 
AIDS BOTH SIDES 

There has been speculation as 
to the direction in which Germany 
would strike next. To insure a 
|quick Franco victory in Spain? On 
the contrary, there are indications 
that Germany is doing what she 
can to aid in dragging out the 
Spanish issue. Well authenticated 
reports indicate that there are 
German weapons on both sides of 
the Spanish front. 

For the colonies? They are 
something to bargain with, to keep 
England in a state of the jitters. 
But Hitler is nothing if not con- 
sistent. He wants Great Britain 
last of all as an enemy, and if pos- 
sible as a friend. Overseas col- 
onies have never been part of 
Hitler’s dream. In “Mein Kampf” 
he objects to the whole German 
pre-war colonial policy, on diplo- 


matic and on racial grounds. 

His concept of a strong state is 
one of vast continguous areas sur- 
rounded by small weak states 
which can be controlled.

The inhabitants of 
Bessarabia, a Rumanian province 
on the Russian border, are now for 
Mr. Hitler’s purpose, officially de- 
clared to be Ukrainians. Bessara- 
bia’s population is actually only 20 
per cent Ukrainian, with Molda- 
vians forming 50 per cent of the 
population, the rest being Rus- 
sians, Bulgarians and Jews. 


But if Bessarabia, Czecho-Slo- 
vak Ruthenia, Polish Ukraine and 
Polish White Russia are joined to- 
gether the Soviet Ukraine is com- 
pletely surrounded. 


And the Soviet Ukraine contains 


20 per cent of the Russian popu-* 


lation and some of the richest re- 
sources, industries and,agriculture 
of the Soviet Union. 

Hitler does not intend, if he can 
help it, to spill a drop of Ger- 
man blood for conquest in the 
east, 

He intends that others shall spill 
their blood on his behalf. Just as 
he conquered Czecho-Slovakia by 
British and French diplomacy, so 
he expects to conquer the Ukraine 
with Ukranians, aided by White 
Russians from all over the world. 

The German government has 
now set up an active propaganda 
revolutionary agency in Chust, in 
Ukrainian Czecho-Slovakia, and it 
is run by Dr. Goebbels, who is 
calling upon all Ukrainians to as- 
sert their national freedom. 


VLADIMIR 
GOING TO BERLIN 


The latest news is that the Rus- 
sian Romanov pretender, the 
youthful Grand Duke Vladimir II, 
is going from Paris to Berlin to 
negotiate with Hitler over the 
Ukraine. His sister, Kyra, was re- 
cently conveniently married to 
Prince Louis Ferdinand, the. sec- 
ond son of the German Crown 
Prince. Prince Louis Ferdinand 
has been the white hope of Ger- 
man monarghists, who hoped to 
put him on the Hohenzollern 
throne. But the present idea is 
that he may become “regent” for 
Vladimir. Just what eventual re- 
percussions such an idea might 
have in Germany must be giving 
Mr. Hitler and his extremist fol- 
lowers some thought. 


In a Ukrainian “national rising” 
Germany would play the same 
role that Italy plays toward rebel 
Spain. It would furnish airplanes, 
arms and, if necessary, some 
troops, but the slogan would not 
be conquest but aid for “libera- 
tion from the Reds.” 


It is perfectly certain that no- 
body in Europe would move to as- 
sist Russia. 


UNCERTAIN 
RUSSIA. 

It is also uncertain what Russia 
would do. Soviet Russia is a com- 
plete mystery today. There is no 
authentic knowledge concerning 
the condition of her armaments or 
her internal solidarity. 

But it is impossible to believe 
that unless things are much worse 
there than any one has been able 
to prove, she would not resist with 
all her power. What nobody knows 
is whether she would resist wholly 
on Ukrainian territory or whether 
she would attack Berlin from the 
air. 

In the former case, Germany 
has very little to lose by her ven- 
ture and enormous things to gain. 
So has Japan. 

Whether the White Russians 
have anything to gain in the long 
run is a very great question. While 
the Orthodox church is fighting 
the Reds, the Nazi extremists, who 
are now completely in control of 
German policy, are preparing to 
break the Concordat with the 
Vatican and expropriate the Cath- 
olic church in Germany. 

And while a large part of the 
world still thinks that Fascism is 
the last stand of the bourgeoisie 
against the proletarian tide, Mus- 
solini begins an open campaign 
against the Italian middle classes.

There. is pressing need 
for relief, as the number of polit- 
ical refugees must be reckoned in 
millions. Important as relief meas- 
ures are, and whatever merit may 
lie in the proposals to establish 
the Jews in other countries, none 
of these measures can solve the 
problem. The problem will grow, 
and with it the danger of war, un- 
less public opinion can be mobil- 
ized to bring an end to the perse- 
cution itself. As President Roose- 
velt said recently: “There can be 
no peace if national policy adopts 
as its deliberate instrument the 
dispersion all over the world of 
millions of helpless and persecuted 
wanderers with no place to lay 
their heads.” It is the duty of the 
religious forces of the world to 
stand united against the spread of 
racial bigotry, and to work for 
the moral isolation of tyranny. In 
a special resolution on the perse- 
cution of Jews, the World Alliance 
at San Francisco said, in part: 
“The present widespread oppres- 
sion and humiliation of Jews 1s 
an offense against human rights 
. . . The Jews are brothers in the 
one family of God. There can be 
no peace either national or inter- 
national where society condones 
or is indifferent to the persecu- 
tion of any members of the broth- 
erhood. The liberation of man 
from modern tyranny throughout 
the world depends directly upon 
the abandonment of racial and re- 
ligious prejudice.” This is not a 
problem that concerns the Jews 
alone. It is a problem that con- 
cerns all religious people.—World 
Alliance for International Friend- 
ship Through the Churches and 
Church Peace Union. 
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A Christian Medical Council for 
Overseas Work has been organized 
with headquarters at 156 Fifth 
avenue, New York, to aid in keep- 
ing up the standards, professional 
and spiritual of the medical and 
nursing appointees of the various 
mission boards.

The American 
Lutheran recognizes the sound 
psychology employed by Russia’s 
Society of the Godless in seeking 
to combat Christianity by keeping 
its own views before people in 
the form of mottoes on stationery, 
pencils, clothing, candy wrappers, 
and so on. This paper comments 
significantly: Perhaps the meth- 
ods employed by these Russian 
unbelievers are rather too sensa- 
tional and fantastic to recommend 
themselves for emulation in be- 
half of the cause of Christ, but 
the zeal displayed puts to shame 
the general Christian tendency to 
hide the light of truth under a 
bushel. Oftentimes the devil’s 
work is much better advertised 
than the work of the Kingdom of 
God. The emissaries of the pow- 
ers of darkness use all the arts 
of publicity technique, while the 
possessors of the light of heaven 
are willing to keep it obscured 
because “advertising costs money.” 
We still have much to learn along 
the lines of effective church pub- 
licity.

The purpose of the Bulletin is to chronicle the worth- 
while things done for, by, and with the Negro, as a basis 
of increasing inter-racial good-will and understanding. 
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A recent decision of the supreme 
court of the United States in con- 
nection with the University of 
Missouri versus Lloyd L. Gaines 
has significant implications. for 
negro education in all the states 
where there is a dual school sys- 
tem for the two races. «The effect 
of the decision is to require the 
state to provide equal educational 
opportunities for negroes, which 
would include post-graduate and 
professional training. Around 79 
per cent of negroes live in the 19 
states where there is a separate 
school system, and the District of 
Columbia. 

An advisory committee on edu- 
cation, appointed by President 
Roosevelt some months ago, con- 
sisting of outstanding educators, 
north and south, presented some 
startling revelations with respect 
to the differential investment in 
education between the northern 
and southern states, and a greater 
differential between the whites 
and negroes within. the same 
states. 

It appears that the average ex- 
penditures’ per pupil throughout 
the nation in 1930 were approxi- 
mately $100. The per capita ex- 
penditure per white school child in 
the south was around $45, which 
was less than one-half the nation- 
al average. At the same time, the 
per capita expenditure for a negro 
child in the southern states was 
$12.50, which was a little more 
than one-fourth of what was spent 
upon the average white child and 
‘one-eighth of what was spent upon 
the average pupil in the nation as 
a whole. 

In many of the states the differ- 
ential is much larger than is above 
indicated. According to a recent 
report issued by the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, the per capita ex- 
penditure, on the basis of school 
enrollment in the 11 southern 
states is as follows:

Here, an average of 252.5 per 
cent more money was spent on 
each white child than was spent 
on each negro child in the same 
community—ranging from 28.5 per 
cent in Oklahoma to 731.9 per 
cent Mississippi. In some counties 
the difference is 1,500 per cent. 

On the same subject the report 
on “Economic Conditions of the 
South” prepared for the President 
by the National Emergency Coun- 
cil states the following: 


“Great numbers of Americans,” 
says the report’s section on educa- 
tion, “are continually moving from 
one region to another. This makes 
poor schooling in any region a 
matter of national concern. [Illit- 
eracy, poor training, lack of edu- 
cation, go along with those mi- 
grating people who have not had 
schools. The fact that the south is 
the source of a considerable part 
of the rest of the nation’s popu- 
lation makes the south’s difficul- 
ties in providing school facilities a 
national problem.” 

The report then proceeds to 
show that the effect of this popu- 
lation shift acts as a boomerang on 
the south itself. It is explained 
thus: 

“The southern regions are af- 
fected by population shifts more 
than other sections because the 
greatest proportion of movers 
originates there. In the 1920’s the 
states south of the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers and east of the Mis- 
sissippi lost about 1,700,000 per- 
sons through migration, about half 
of whom were between 15 and 35 
years of age. 

“These persons moved at the 
beginning of their productive life 
to regions which got this man- 
power almost free of cost, where- 
as, the south, which had borne the 
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jexpense-of their care and educa- 


tion up to the time when they 
could start producing, suffered an 
almost complete loss of its invest- 
ment. The newcomers to the south 
did not, by any means, balance 
this loss. The cost of rearing and 
schooling the young people of the 
southern rural districts who moved 
to cities has been estimated to be 
approximately $250,000,000.” 

According to the 1930 census, 
between 1920 and 1930, Georgia 
supplied to the negro population of 
the state of New York 19,546; 
Philadelphia, 22,930; Detroit, 25,- 
400; Cleveland, 14,821, and to 
Pittsburgh, 5,998, making a total 
of 88,695. 

The census does not indicate the 
number of negroes who migrated 
to small towns in these sevéral 
states or to the rural areas. A 
large percentage of these people 
left Georgia in quest of better 
educational opportunities for their 
children. - 

This advisory committee of the 
President pointed out, however, 
that the question of education; 
since every American citizen is 
not only a citizen of his respective 
state but is a citizen of the United 
}States, education of all .citizens 
becomes the nation’s responsibility 
as well as that of each local po- 
litical subdivision. :

Georgia Builds Future Farmers of America 


If farming is to come into its own as a satisfy- 
ing way of life, the present and oncoming genera- 
tion of prospective farmers must be educated for the 
farming profession. The public schools must as- 
sume the responsibility of giving the proper train- 
ing to the rural youth who are to be our farmers of 
tomorrow. It has been said that our educational 
program of the past has led boys away from the 
farm on account of failing to deal with fundamental 
farm problems and have held up the so-called pro- 
fessional jobs, especially to those farm boys who 
show superior ability. 

The farming profession has suffered tremendous- 
ly from this kind of education. In many cases, no 
doubt, schools have built their curriculum entirely 
away from the problems of the community and 
county, and the boys who are our future farmers 


receive very little training that will develop com- 
petent, aggressive, rural and agricultural leaders. 
Nor has his schooling been of such nature as to 
develop and strengthen the confidence in himself 
and farm life, Neither has his training developed 
him in individual farming programs and establish- 
ments in farming. 

Some one has said that rural leadership is the 
outstanding need of the hour. No doubt rural lead- 
ership will continue to be the greatest need in the 
future. Much of the hope for improved farming 
conditions depends on the farm youth of today be- 
ing trained in leadership, co-operation, thrift, im- 
proved farming practices, soil conservation, and 
greater love for country life. 

With these problems in mind, the Farm Youth 
organization known as the Future Farmers of 
America had its origin in 1926 by a Virginian, 
Henry C. Groseclose, who was and is yet engaged 
in the business of training teachers of vocational 
agriculture in his state with the problems of pre- 
paring boys for the vocation of farming. Mr. Grose- 
close no doubt thought of Washington who was a 
farmer, and who belonged to the first families of 
Virginia. He thought of Washington’s attitude to- 
ward farming and the steps he took to improve 
methods on his own plantation at Mt. Vernon by 
importing pure-bred livestock, by practicing crop 
rotation, and keeping accurate accounts, 

He thought of Jefferson as a farmer and his 
contribution to agriculture by inventing the steel 
plow and terracing the stony hillsides of Monticello 
and making them productive. He realized that 
these men clearly demonstrated early in our history 
that a real farmer must use his training and in- 
telligence. 

The farm youth organization appealed to boys 
and spread from state to state like wild fire. The 
first local chapter. was organized in Georgia in 1928, 
and during the summer of 1929 the first state con- 
vention was held. The number of local chapters 
has steadily increased until at present there is an 
FFA organization in every community in Georgia 
where vocational agriculture is taught. At the pres- 
ent time there are approximately 200,000 rural 
youth in the nation who are active members of the 
Future Farmers of America. In Georgia there are 
about 275 local chapters with a membership of 
about 9,000 farm boys. 

The organization is built around a strong na- 
tional association, with officers representing every 
section of the nation. Each state has its own state 
association, being chartered by the national or- 
ganization. The state association has officers elect- 
ed by the delegates at the state convention. Local 
chapters are organized in schools having depart- 
ments of vocational agriculture, officers elected and 
a definite program of work set up. When certain 
requirements are met local chapters are issued a 
charter. Practically all the requirements necessary 
for a charter fs for each member to be enrolled in 
vocational agriculture and possess facilities for and 
have satisfactory programs, elect officers, set up a 
definite program of work, pay state and national 
dues. 


SPARTA CHAPTER FORMED. 


Perhaps the best way to get a first-hand picture 
of the type of work being done by local FFA chap- 
ters in Georgia, would be to study some of the ac- 
complishments of the Sparta chapter, which was 
adjudged the best chapter in the state this past year. 
Eighty-seven farm boys studying vocational agri- 
culture in the Sparta High school, Hancock county, 
were full fledged members of the local chapter. This 
chapter was organized in the fall of 1936 with J. E. 
Streetman, teacher of vocational agriculture, as ad- 
viser. Soon after organizing the chapter the mem- 
bers decided that definite objectives should be set 
up whereby the chapter would render a real service 
not only to its mmbers, but to the community as 
well. 

The chapter held regular meetings, twice each 
month. A definite program was carried out at each 
meeting, committees were appointed for various 
jobs and it was not long before the chapter had 
undertaken some real man-sized activities. The 
boys were in complete charge, with the teacher of 
vocational agriculture serving as adviser. 

As in practically every organization, one of the 
first problems to be faced is that of raising money 
-——most of the members had very little extra cash, 
so ways and means of raising money was discussed. 
It is interesting to learn how the Sparta chapter 
raised $510.87 last year, and how this money was 
spent, 

The following organized activities were carried 
out: Future Farmers Minstrel $76.10; Community 
Entertainment Contest $75; Special FFA edition 
local paper $21; local chapter dues $36.75; operated 
tomato plant bed $1.80; sponsored amateur show in 
Sparta school $42.06; selling subscriptions local pa- 
per $5; profit from county fair $160; selling sub- 
scriptions farm magazine $48.16, and amateur show 
$28.10. 

The chapter invested the money as follows: 


$40 paid on state FFA camp pledge; $8.50 for banner 
for FFA chapter room; $14.08 books for FFA li- 
brary; $7.50 for magazines; $28.10 to Linton club- 
house; $10.50 cuts for paper; $55 father-son ban- 
quet; $22.50 for mimeograph machine; $43.63 for 


camping trip to Florida; $160 set aside for county 
fair funds, and $I4 cash on hand. 


The 87 members of the chapter did not spend all 
their time in raising money, as they carried on a 
full high school program, and also an outstanding 
supervised practice program on their home farm. 
Each member had a well-rounded farming program 
in co-operation with his father. Fifty-six livestock 
projects were carried out consisting of brood mares, 
hogs, poultry, calves and mules. Perhaps the out- 
standing accomplishments in livestock was the buy- 
ing of a carload of brood mares co-operatively, for 
the members. Splendid progress is already being 
made in the raising of workstock. A definite pro- 
gram of soil improvement and growing of feed crops 
has also been practiced by the members. All of 
these enterprises were carried out by the boys, not 
only for the practice training, but for the purpose 
of getting established in farming. 


WORTHWHILE ACTIVITIES SPONSORED. 


One of the purposes of the organization is to 
teach co-operation, therefore, the Sparta chapter 
sponsored a number of worthwhile activities among 
which they carried out 10-acre school forest project 
where boys were taught good forestry practices; 
purchased 2,000 baby chicks co-operatively; pur- 
chased fertilizer, brood mares, orchard sprays and 
pure cottonseed, as well as co-operated in holding 
poultry sales and county fair. 


The chapter performed a number of very worth- 
while community services such as, operating FFA 
canning plant, conducting fertilizer demonstrations, 
setting out shrubbery on school grounds, building 
play-ground equipment, building screens and doors 
in home economics department and lunch room, 
building tables and benches for negro schools, and 
building self-feeders for farmers. 

Members of the chapter ranked high in leader- 
ship activities, winning a number of cash prizes in 
essay contests. They participated in a number of 
state-wide contests; sent delegates to state conven- 
tion and forestry school camp, and also furnished a 
quartet and jug band for apecal entertainment at 
the state convention. 

The members of the chapter have not been con- 
tent with a program of “all work and no play.” A 
very comprehensive recreational program has been 
carried out. Ninety-six per cent of the members 
went on a camping trip to the mountains, 65 per

Smile at Paleface

When Miona Springs in Macon county, lately 
acquired by the state of Georgia to be converted 
into a state park through the aid of federal funds, 
is opened to the public in the near future, many 
will be amazed that a resort.with so many springs, 
of varied medicinal content, should have gone so 
long unexploited. 

There are seven main springs, each of a sepa- 
rate and differently marked mineral content, in- 
cluding magnesia, lithia, sulphur, iron and other 
salts, all found in palatable solution. The resort 
is unique in the variety and extent of its waters. 

Located west of the Flint river, about eight 
miles north of Oglethorpe, just where the im- 
mense sand hills of the coastal plain begin to give 
place to the fertile, red soil of the peach belt, the 
springs are by no means a recent discovery. Their 
use preceded the coming of the white man into this 
territory by hundreds of years, The Euchee nation 
used the spring site as a meeting place of tribes, 
bringing their.sick and their aged upon litters, to 
rest and renew themselves with the healing waters. 

Knowing the tendency of the American Indian 
to turn to Nature for curative brews, poultices and 
waters, it is easy to see how legends of the southern 
tribes may have been twisted into the fabulous 
story of the Fountain of Youth, that lured an aged 
Ponce de Leon to Florida and disillusion. 

The Euchees were an intelligent nation, their 
towns built to endure, and arranged within stock- 
ades in an orderly fashion. Typical of the agricul- 
tural hunting tribes of these states they lived in 
permanent villages on river banks, where they 
could, depend on an abundance of fish. Their 
housés were built of mats and bark, plastered with 
clay, and they were particularly skilled in basketry 
and pottery. 

We can only leave to the imagination the 
dramas of tribal conflict, the judgments of great 
chiefs and the exchange of ideas that took place at 
such gatherings as were held in those far away 
days at Miona Springs. It is ludicrous to think 
that “American History” begins, in our school 
books, with Columbus ,.. a slight matter of some 
400 years. 

Timothy Barnard, the first white man known 
to be a resident of Macon county, married into the 
Euchee tribe and gained great influence over the 
Indians, holding them ever loyal, not only to the 
white man, but to the United States government. 
Barnard’s settlement on the Fint river was a popu- 
lar place between 1790 and 1820. His farm was 
undoubtedly located on the lands above and includ- 
ing Miona Springs. The Indians clung to the 
streams and found the tributaries of the Flint a 
most agreeable and alluring place, generation after 
generation, because of the fish, the game and the 
fertile soil. This was back in the time when no 


hunting ground in America could compare with 
temperate, lush Georgia. 

Pigeons and blackbirds in their migrating sea- 
sons darkened the noonday sun above the Miona 
territory. The vibrating of their wings shook the 
air. Small Indian boys and squaws set lines for 
fish, but braves traded with the arrow-maker for 
tiny, narrow arrowheads and shot their fish with 
bow and arrow. Fred Edwards, Macon county 
World War veteran, who knows more about Indian 
arrowheads than anyone in this section, has any 
number of these fish arrowheads. They show an 
uncanny skill. Some were ground down, some 
chipped, and some expertly flanked by dropping 
water on the red-hot piece of flint. Many arrow- 
heads and other relics are still found around Miona 
and it is anticipated that the men who are put 
to work to clear out and make usable the many 
features of Miona Springs will make many inter- 
esting finds. Peace pipes, pottery, personal orna- 
ments and, perhaps, skeletons may be turned up 
in the grooming of the park grounds. 

Almost 100 years ago, when Lanier, now lost 
and plowed under for more than three generations, 
was the bustling little county seat of Macon county, 
near-by Miona Springs was a favorite picnicking 
ground. In wagons, in buggies, on horseback, par- 
ties of laughing young people, well chaperoned, 
would dismount at the springs to spred their elab- 
orate packed lunches. Here the hoop-skirted young 
ladies would squeal and clap their hands to their 
ears as the blades of the countryside tried out their 
markmanship against improvised targets. Here 
the children would shout with delight as everyone 
joined in helter-skelter gander-pullings. 

The springs have never lost favor as a picnic 
ground. During the spring and summer no week 
goes by but some school class, some church organi- 

zation, 4-H Club, or informal group of jolly county 

people gathers to eat their picnic lunch or broiled 
steaks and drink hot coffee prepared over a camp- 
fire. Many a prosperous Macon county farmer, 
now gray-haired, can recall when he first met his 
good wife “at a picnic at Miona.” And today, the 
little streams, the upreaching pines, the live oaks, 
the early violets, the tangled woodland vines are 
as conducive as ever to romance. 

Following their custom in natural beauty spots, 
the state experts will not alter the scene as they 
find it, except to build necessary and attractive 
buildings, blending with the surroundings, to clear 
away those relics of former gatherings which are 
neither picturesque nor historical, and to make the 
springs themselves usable and easily accessible. 

And when the wise white men from hundreds of 
miles away stop to fill their jugs and bottles with 
water from the famed Miona Springs State Park, 
it amuses one to think that peering Euchee shades 
may indulge in a dignified relaxation of their In- 
dian countenances, intended as a smile of amuse- 
ment that what they knew in ages past should

icacies prepared by the skill of every country and 
which are imported for the refinement of her table. 
Side by side with them are the best foodstuffs the 
domestic markets have to offer. Most of the im- 
ported goods are those not available in the domestic 
field. 

From Russia, for instance, comes caviar; from 
England exquisite jams; from Italy, antipasto; from 
Germany, sausages; from Norway, sardines; from 
Holland, tiny pearl onions; from Austria, natural 
goose livers; from Switzerland, cheese.

The Baptist Tabernacle

The growth of the Baptist Tabernacle stands out 
as a phenomenon in our church annals, with a rec- 
ord which has probably not been equalled in the 
entire country. 

The Tabernacle grew out of the Third Baptist 
church, now non-existant, which in turn had grown 
out of the Second Baptist, in 1869. The church 
stood at 35 Jones avenue under various pastorates, 
until 1897 when Dr. Len G. Broughton, of Roanoke, 
Va., was called. He accepted the pastorate with the 
understanding that if and when the congregation 
outgrew the church building, another would be 
erected. Dr. Broughton was a dynamic character, 
endowed with a boundless enthusiasm in his work. 

It was not long until, with the large crowds at- 
tracted to the church under his pastorate, another 
and larger building was requested by the pastor. 
When the request was denied, Dr. Broughton sev- 
ered his affiliation with Third Baptist, and with a 
portion of that congregation, erected a temporary 
building at the intersection of Luckie and Harris 
streets. 

Within a short while it became obvious that this, 
also was too small, and a movement was started to 
buiRi larger quarters. In 1910 it was again neces- 
sary to enlarge the building. A lot was purchased 
at Luckie, Nassau and Bartow streets, and a new 
and larger church edifice was started. 

Tec present Tabernacle, together with an in- 
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firmary, was completed in 1910. The infirmary was 
merged with a small institution which was operat- 
ing to reclaim narcotic addicts, to form the Georgia 
Baptist hospital, one of the most outstanding gen- 
eral hospitals in the state. Very soon the first 
pellagra hospital in the world, was established at 85 
Luckie street, as a part of the infirmary, on the 
present site of the Y. M. C. A. 

Evangelism was a strong feature of the Taber- 
nacle under Dr. Broughton, and for many years the 
church supported nine missions in the city. This 
work was a strong factor in strengthening the 
Mother Church, in both membership and finances. 

Another outstanding achievement of Dr. Brough- 
ton’s was the bringing to Atlanta annually of the 
World’s Bible Conference, which were attended by 
prominent churchmen of various denominations 
from throughout the world. Prominent among those 
who attended were G. Campbell Morgan, D. D., 
London, England; Rev. Russell H. Conwell, D. V., 
LL. D., author of “Acres of Diamonds, of Temple 
University, Philadelphia, Pa.; Rev. R. S. McArthure, 
D. D., New York; Rev. William Fetler, St. Peters- 
burg, Russia: George M. Truitt, Gypsy Smith Sr. 
and Bishop Warren A. Candler, of Atlanta. Dr. 
Broughton resigned the pastorate in 1912 to accept 
a call to a prominent church in London, England. 
He later returned and served during 1929 and 1930. 

The Tabernacle is of Roman architectural. de- 
sign, built of brick, four stories and basement, with 
pitched metal roof.

Then there are cheeses and fruit cakes for des- 
sert. 

Many of the cheeses have been soaked in wine,

cheeses are to be found, including the famous Edam 


from Holland, Gorganzola from Italy, Cheddon from 


England, Cheshire from England, Roquefort from 
France (packed in port wine if you want it), Stilton 
from England. 

But while we are discussing the finer foods, let 
us see how the Gourmet—the connoisseur of food 


and wine—describes the dainty morsels which we

are of hardwood with the exception of the lower, or 
main floor, which is concrete covered with linoleum. 
The ceilings are of main auditorium are heavy 
panels with beams four feet deep, all plaster of 
Paris. The vestibule is 68 feet long and 22 feet 
wide, with cement walls and tile floor. The front 
entrance has five arched doors, In the entire build- 
ing there are 12 outside doors, 100 outside windows, 
2 steel fire escapes and 18 toilets. The deacon’s ves- 
try is a large hall for the official work of the dea- 
cons. 

Above the main floor is the main balcony which 
extends around the building and connects with the 
choir balcony. At the front on each side is the 
main entrance, and the entrance into the Woman’s 
Department, which contaips a large assembly room 
known as Hawke’s Hall, a tea room and a parlor. 
At the rear is the organ which extends two stories, 
the assembly room for the choir, and at the top the 
pastor’s private study. 


Above the main balcony are two galleries which 
extend from the top of the building to halfway the 
length of the building, so arranged that the topmost 
person can see the feet of the speaker. In front of 
this is the athletic department, with a large gym- 
nasium which connects with the shower baths, 
dressing rooms, lavatories and kitchen, and on the 
other side with the athletic clubroom. 


The main auditorium on the main floor is equip- 
ped with pews, and the balcony and galleries with 
opera chairs, all of quartered oak. The seating ca- 
pacity is approximately 4,000 without the lower 
rooms and special halls. The lower Tabernacle or 
Sunday school department is seated with chairs and 
has a capacity of 2,000, including the rooms for 
classes and educational work, which can all be 
thrown into one hall. 

The building is heated by vapor heat, so ar- 
ranged that any part of the building can be heated 
without affecting the other. A ventilating system 
is installed which changes the current of air in the 
auditorium every 15 minutes. 

The church organ belongs.to the class of great 
church organs, and at the time of installation out- 
ranked any organ in the south for size and capacity. 
It is pneumatic throughout and the wind for opera- 
tion is furnished by a 15-horsepower orgablo. There 
is also a 3-4 horsepower generator for the action. 
There are 50 registers, representing 2,767 pipes. 
The organ and its accompaniments completely fills 
& space of 56x22x12 feet. 

The Tabernacle was dedicated in 1911 with an 
elaborate service which was attended by ecclesias- 
tical dignitaries from various parts of the United 
States and Europe, among whom were Rev. C. 
Campbell Morgan, London, England: Rev. Russell 
H. Conwell, D. D., LL. D., author of “Acres of Dia- 
monds,” Temple University, Philadelphia, Pa.; Rev. 
R. S. McArthur, D. D., New York, and Rev. William 
Fetier, St. Petersburg, Russia. The dedicatory serve 
ices lasted seven days, from September 10 to 17,

They 
come spiced, and as paste for sandwiches, packed in 
tubes. They are used as a stuffing for olives; 
anchovy fillet and rings are used chiefly to serve as 
hors d’oeuvres, 

Hors d’oeuvres means literally “outside the 
works” as in the olden days to go through a big 
dinner was hard work. Today, the chief use for the 
hors d’oeuvre is as a dainty tidbit to awaken the 
appetite. 

Importers say the queen of jams is the Bar Le 
Duc made from French currants, red or white, each 
currant is pitted by hand by girls especially trained 
to do this, without damaging the fruit. Bar Le Duc, 
cream cheese and caviarettes are a perfect finish 
for a perfect meal. 

Caviar is in more favor in the north than in the 
south, but it finds its advocates in Atlanta, too. 
Caviar is the roe of the sturgeon, lightly salted. Its 
home is in Russia where it is salted and put up for 
shipment. Old records tell that adventurous Italian 
merchants brought it from Russia into other parts 
of Europe. The egg is almost as large as a kernel 
of corn. 

Caviarettes are newcomers to the list of table 
delicacies.. These diamond-shaped bits of crisp- 
ness are just the right size for the foundation of a 
canape, Caviarettes, without additions, are a boon 
in the reducing diet, 

Corn-on-the-cob is even packed in tins, that you 
may have this rare dish (in the winter) with the 
Christmas feast. Chicken, ready for creaming or 


In looking for the unusual, don’t overlook- the 
Pate de Foie Gras, the most famous of all the fish 
and meat pastes which are known as pate, because 
once upon a time they were put up in pie shapes. 
Foie gras, literally translated, is “fat liver.” It is 
the liver of geese which is fattened especially for 
this purpose. The livers are cooked, seasoned with 
wine and various herbs and combined with truffle. 
To be at its best, it must be very cold when served. 
It was the only pate served at the table of Louis 
Napoleon the third. 


Even after the taking of Alsace Lorraine from 
France, Louis Henry continued to fatten his geese 
in Strassburg and prepare the livers for the Parisian 
epicures, and now that Alsace Lorraine has been 
regained by France, the heirs of old Louis Henry 
continue to make the same fine pates. 


An especial delicacy is the snail, from Strass- 
burg. They are fed on lettuce and aromatic herbs 
to give them special flavor. Christmas is the be- 
ginning of the season in which they are popularly 
served. Perhaps the best way to serve them is to 
put them in their shell and cover with butter which 
has been heated with a clove of garlic and a few 
fine dry bread crumbs.

“That’s what we’re trying to do,” chuckles the 
major, who looks like a comfortable doctor or 
lawyer with an hour to spare, rather than an ace 
pilot. “We’re trying above everything else with 
this state program of ours, to take the mystery out 
of flying and put the fun in. And I think we’re 
getting the hang of it. Back in January this year, 
when they made me state aviation director, I was 
hopeful and pretty sure about it. Now I know. 
When our first year ends this month, we'll have 
graduated 2,780 ground school students and 75 
fliers. And their instruction hasn’t cost any of 
them a cent.” 

It is an astonishing example of community en- 
terprise, with shrewd common sense and a lot of 
imagination behind it. It has caused so much com- 
ment that Missouri, Georgia and one of the west-

ern states are about to follow suit. And it all 
started with a fuss about gasoline taxes. 

The Tennessee tax on aviation gasoline is seven 
cents a gallon, a husky burden for private. fliers 
and airlines to carry when hangar rent and up- 
keep of equipment are added in. Major Williams 
and some of the other citizens felt that it was going 
in the wrong direction. Someone had the bright 
idea. Why not take half of it and give it back to 
the airport where the gas was sold, and allow the 
airlines free service and hangar and airport space? 
The balance was to go toward creating a chance 
for Mr. and Mrs. John Doe and all the littles Does 
to toe the skyline if they felt like it. 

And did they! “We have five principal ports,” 
the major took up the story again, “Nashville, 
Memphis, Chattanooga, Knoxville and Bristol. We 
set up a ground school at each of these, enlisting 
the local flying instructors—instead of competing 
with them—to do the teaching. We advertised that 
we would receive applications for classes one Mon- 
day morning and wondered how long it would take 
us to get enough students to justify beginning.

The undertaking was that the 
best 15 students in each class at the end of the 
first period would be eligible for free flight in- 
struction. We bought five siate training ships, 
ee textbooks to be distributed free, and went 
oO it.

Refuses to Quit!

For 62 years J. Frank McSwain, masfer pattern- 
maker of a large Newnan manufacturing firm, has 
continued to work for the same company. Today, 
at the age of 90 years, he consistently refuses to 
quit work, although his employers have “officially”, 
retired him on a pension. 

“T wouldn’t last three weeks if I quit work,” the 
old man declares firmly, when asked why he doesn’t 
retire. ‘As long as I can work, I can live, and as 
long as I live, I’m going to work,” he adds, his 
small eyes twinkling. 

A tiny, venerable but erect, bespectackled, 
white-bearded old veteran, Mr. McSwain is the 
idol of his co-workers in the Cole Manufacturing 
Company in Newnan. Although no longer required 
to punch the time-clock, he unfailingly reports for 
work early every day, and may be found at his old 
familiar pattern bench at almost any time. 

Shortly before the occasion of his 90th birthday, 
“Mr. Mack,” as he is affectionately known, was 
presented with a gold medal by his fellow workmen, 
inscribed with the dates, “1876-1938.” The award 
was made in recognition of the high esteem held 
for the old man by his friends. 

Mr. McSwain’s record is remarkable not only 
for its length of years, but for the excellence of his 
work as a skilled craftsman. Nearing 91, he can 
today turn out as perfect a wooden pattern mold 
as ever before. . 

“My hands,” says Mr. Mack, “are a little bit 
clumsy. But that’s the only difference I can no- 
tice.” His health, he declares, “is as good as it ever 
was,” and will remain so, he believes, as long as 
he can keep working. 

The old man first entered the employ of the 
company when he was 28 years old, and since that 
time he has seldom missed a day’s work. His rec- 
ord, too, is almost completely free of tardiness. The 
few times he was late or absent, it was for what he 
would describe as “providential reasons.” 

Coming to Newnan from Heard county in the 
1870’s, Mr. Mack found a small but thriving town, 
where almost every building was made entirely of 
wood. Since then he has had a share in the con- 
struction of some part of practically every building 
to go up, and has contributed to the frames of 
buildings throughout the south. He was first em- 
ployed as a coffin-maker, and later continued in the 
pattern department. 

His life has been centered in the life of his com- 


pany, and has been coincidental with 65 years of 
the growth of Newnan. He can remember hearing 
stories of the time ((about 1858) when his company 
was severely criticized by local citizens because of 
the use of the “devilish steam” in manufacturing. 
At one time a boycott was started because of the 
pioneering use of steam by the concern. Mr. Mack 
will chuckle over the short-sightedness of “laymen” 
in those days. 

The only man living who was associated with 
the company at the time of Mr. McSwain’s first 
employment is Robert Duke Cole Sr., now 84, and 
still president of the firm. Mr. Mack today lives 
with his youngest daughter on East Broad street, 
a few blocks from his shop. His wife died in 1899. 
His son, Fred McSwain, now lives in Atlanta. 

There is probably no other man in the state of 
Georgia with a history of one single employment as 
long as Mr. McSwain’s, and there is likely no one 
with a greater number of friends. The secret of 
the latter may be found in the old man’s own state- 
ment, “The way to make friends, young man, is 
to be one.” 


Memphis, and, out of each 15 eligible to fly, three 
places were reserved for women. They’re all 
taken, too. 

“The local instructors thought at first that their 
private business would be ruined, and, although 
we're paying them generously, $15 a lecture two 
nights a week and more for flying time, they were 
worried.

We've had several men over 40 who want to learn 
to fly, and 25 per cent of our total enrollment are 
women. One good lady of 65, weighing in the 
vicinity—and a close vicinity it was—of 200 
pounds, enrolled for a stewardess course!

“There’s plenty of human interest, as well as 
the general kind. In Knoxville, one of our promie- 
nent lawyers has been taking the course. He said 
he might any time have to try aviation cases, and 
he wanted to know what it was all about, so he 
could be intelligent in their handling. Here in 
Nashville, one of our doctors had a daughter in the 
lineup. He got so intrigued over what she was 
doing that he, too, came in. Now, he’s invented a 
bank and turn indicator of a new type, and I’m 
going to test it out for him. 

“We’re giving some training in aerodynamics, 
meteorology and navigation, engines, rules and 
regulations and several of our boys have already 
passed their civil aeronautics authority tests for 
limited commercial licenses. 

“Our hope now is to see the idea develop along 
the lines we set up this year. Our next classes 
will begin January 15, 1939, with flying instruc- 
tion following May 15. The use of the fixed base 
operators is the important thing. They are learn- 
ing to teach through the work of teaching, and, 
in helping them to build up their business, we’re 
helping them to help aviation. If we had federal 
aid, we could expand our classes as far as the 
money would reach. But I think the states should 
do their own work. That makes the whole thing 
more personal to the local communities, and every-

THE CHRISTMAS BIRD CENSUS

Bird students look forward to the Christmas 
holidays with a double anticipation, for it is at 
this time each year that a big bird census is made 
all over. the country. Each observer takes a day 
off to walk over some chosen territory and counts 
all the birds he can find there. He records other 
information that might have some bearing on the 
movements or abundance of the birds seen, includ- 
ing the weather conditions. The list is then sent 
in for publication. 

The territory in and about Atlanta has been 
included in these bird censuses since about 1906, 
but many years were missed until 1927. Since 
then there has been a list made every year, ex- 
cepting one. Most of this work has been done by 
members of the Atlanta Bird Club. Careful plans 
are being made by that organization to cover parts 
of the Atlanta area this year. 

The Atlanta area as a definite region was first 
introduced by Earle G. Greene in his book, BIRDS 
OF THE ATLANTA, GEORGIA, AREA. It is a 
circular region with a 20-mile radius from “Five 
Points” in Atlanta, and was chosen as a field for 
special study of the bird life. 

These yearly Christmas bird censuses are spon- 
sored by a well-known little magazine called 
BIRD-LORE, published by the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon Societies. It gives out the rules 
for the census each year, and prints the finished 
results in its January-February issue. If anyone 
wishes to examine BIRD-LORE, it may be found 
at the Atlanta Carnegie Library. 

Making these censuses is very interesting, and 
quite pleasant to the bird-lover, because it means a 
whole day with the birds. It also has a remarkable 
resemblance to hard work, for every bird in the 
area chosen should be counted, if possible. The 
census should include most of the common winter 


birds of the locality. There is no contest in the 
idea, other than playing your efforts against nat- 
ural conditions, for every area selected will vary 
from others in the results obtained from it. A 
count made in north Labrador by Explorer Don- 
ald MacMillan in 1927 listed but five species for 
the day. 

Observers about Los Angeles, Cal., often find 
over 200 species in one day. I doubt if a list made 
anywhere in the state of Georgia could be made 
to number as many as a hundred species in one 
day in the winter, since we probably have less 
than 400 species of birds in the entire state through- 
out the year. No complete state list has ever been 
compiled for Georgia, although we hope to have 
one soon. 

The winter census lists furnish a cross-section 
of the bird-life of the season throughout the coun- 
try. Lists made from one locality for a number of 
years will give a good idea of the birds that may 
be found there. Very few of the birds that occur 
there in winter will be left out. The census should 
also be of some significance in showing fluctua- 
tions in the bird-life of the region. These things 
are very important to the scientist who studies 
them. For instance, although the woodcock is to 
be found sparingly about Atlanta in winter, it’ has 
appeared only once in a census. This is as good as 
indication as any, that extra protection should be 
given to this splendid game-bird that is slowly 
dying out. i ;

Justice and the “Jealous Old Fool’ 


Who Was Framed 
In the Sensational 
Berry-BakerCase?

“We are dealing with a situation 
old as time itself,” Prosecutor Smith 
Troy told the jury. “It is not often a 
man in his fifties can mate with a 
girl half his age and expect the union 
to be successful. He was not willing 
to overlook the impetuosity of youth. 
She was a flirt and he was a jealous 
old fool. 

“Betty Berry was forced into the 
most despicable sort of lie, and has 
attempted to carry out that false- 
hood on this witness stand through 
fear of what her sadistic husband 
would do to her should he ever get 
loose.”

Eleven days 
lated he married his 24-year-old of- 
fice secretary, Gladys Smith. She 
left him after two months and also 
won a divorce. Then he remarried 
his first wife.

But again there was a divorce— 
and Elizabeth Kevin, attractive Uni- 
versity of Washington graduate, en- 
tered the picture. 

The new Mrs. Berry discovered 
rather quickly that the doctor was 
a neurotic, emotionally unbalanced 
person who became insanely jealous 
of any man. who even so much as 
talked to her. She knew that he was 
consumed with the misery of his 
physical inferiority. 

Now the third principal appears 
upon the scene—handsome, broad- 
shouldered Irving Baker.

Baker, 37, had served in the United 
States coast guard and became com- 
mander of the cutter Atlanta. Last 
spring he retired as a senior grade 
lieutenant and launched an automo- 
bile agency in Olympia. His wife and 
two young children remained in 
Seattle while he scouted around 
for a new home in Olympia.

Betty Berry returned to the camp, 
and for the rest of the day seemed, 
to the other members of the y; 
to be her normal self. When Baker 
came back at 10 a. m. she helped him 
get breakfast for the late-arising 
guests. Thereafter she lay about on 
the sand with him, still wearing her 
scanty outfit. 


BETTY PREFERS TO STAY 
AT THE PARTY 


Sometime during the afternoon Dr. 
Berry put in a dour appearance. He 
told friends that he had found Betty 
crying. He asked her what the mat- 
ter was. 

According to the story she told 
later, she started to tell him but 
changed her mind. “I couldn’t tell 
him the truth because I was afraid 
he might do something that would 
get him into troubie,” she explained. 

The doctor tried to get her to re- 
turn home with him, but she prefer- 
red to stay at the camp with the oth- 
ers. Again Berry took himself off in 
a huff.

When the party broke up early that 
evening of the Fourth, Betty drove 
Baker’s car back to town. She ex- 
plained subsequently that “he was 
drunk and thought someone ought to 
drive it for him.” Everyone else at 
the party was unanimous in declar- 
ing that Baker showed no signs of 
drunkenness. 

He let Betty drive, they said, be- 
cause she said she wanted to try the 
car out. 

They drove into town with a wom- 
an guest, who planned to spend the 
night at the Berry home. Still no 
one noticed the slightest sign of any- 
thing unusual having happened to 
the doctor’s young wife. And, inci- 
dentally, she was still wearing those 
abbreviated slacks. 

When Betty entered her home she 
found a note from Berry propped on 
a table in the entrance hall.

The doc- 
tor’s wife had been making such a 
pest of herself, he said, that he had 
finally asked her not to phone him 
any more. 

Betty Berry competed in a golf 
tournament at Chehalis on July 7, 
winning two competitions. Her 
friends thought she was in excellent 
spirits, although slightly nervous. All 
swore later that she showed no signs 
of having been manhandled. 

But on the 8th she was wearing a 
black eye.

“I’ll get even with that 
for this insult!” 

Now Dr. Berry went more or less 
berserk. He wanted vengeance— 
the more horrible the better, He told 
everyone who would listen to him 
that Baker had assaulted his wife. 

Moreover, he told friends that he 
had found 15 to 20 bruises on his 
wife’s body. Betty had admitted that 
these bruises had been caused by 
Baker’s brutal attack. 

The jealous husband wanted to be- 
lieve that it was a case of rape. That 
was the only theory by which he 
could retain his own self-respect.

The only friend in Montesano who 
would help him was William Mc- 
Aloon, 55, once town marshal, now 
a drink-sodden wreck. McAloon 
agreed that something ought to be 
done to the dirty dog who had as- 
saulted the doctor’s wife. 

On August 19, while McAloon spent 
the day drinking wine, beer and whis- 
ky. Berry called at the dairy farm 
of Robert Smith, 32, whom he had 
known for some time. Berry asked 
Smith if he would look at a dog the 
doctor wanted to buy. Smith said 
sure. 

“T’ll come back for you later,” said 
Berry. 

When he returned that evening, 
McAloon was with him. Then, on the 


way into town, while they stopped 
at a tavern for refreshments, Berry 
told Smith that a man had attacked 
his wife. “Will you join us in giving 
the fellow a good thrashing?” said 
the doctor, adding that he had a war- 
rant. 

The dairy farmer decided that it 
was all right, since they had a war- 
rant. 

* « * 

Berry left the pair in the tavern 
while he drove back to Olympia. 
There he picked up James Reddick, 
27, taxicab employe who often took 
special jobs driving private cars. 
Berry told his sad story. 

“I want you to drive my car far 
me,” he explained. “But first you 
will have to change the plates for 
me. I’ve got another set here that 
I borrowed from a friend today.” 

Reddick thought there was some- 
thing fishy about the business, but 
carried out the doctor’s orders, not 
knowing that he was entering upon 


a criminal enterprise. After chang- 
ing the plates, the driver went home 
and changed his chauffeur’s cap for 
a soft hat. Then they drove out and 
picked up McAloon and Smith. 

“Here’s the warrant,” Berry told 
Smith, handing him the paper, “and 
here’s an officer’s badge you can 
wear.” 


Smith pinned the badge on the in- 
side of his coat. 

Irving Baker carne home from his 
place of business at 9:30 and settled 
down for a comfortable evening with 
his family. Just before 10 the door- 
rey rang, and Mrs. Baker answered

A centennial publication, contain- 
ing an anthology of the works pub- 
lished by the House of Putnam. Se- 
lected from a rich storehouse, and 
housed in a volume of distinction, 
the contents bear witness to the force 
and splendor of American letters 
during the century just passed. Ar- 
ranged under the headings of history, 
Period Pieces, Essays, Poems and Fic- 
tion, accompanied by the shrewd and 
illuminating comments of Burton 
Rascoe on issues once potent but 
long since forgotten by the average 
reader, we find here a literary chain 
which links at its two extremities 
Thomas Jefferson and Charles Lind- 
bergh.

Calvin Coolidge. 
A PURITAN IN BABYLON. By Wil- 
liam Allen White. Macmillan Co., 
New York. 460 pp. $3.50. 


The biography of a man and the 
era which will be forever identified 
with him is combined by William 
Allen White in a noteworthy book, 
“A Puritan in Babylon,” the story 
of Calvin Coolidge. 


Whatever may be history’s final 
estimate of President Coolidge, this 
study of the well-known editor of 
the Emporia (Kan.) Gazette stands 
as an important and able contribu- 
tion toward the final analysis. White 
might have written a book based en- 
tirely on first-hand information, for 
he was a welcome guest at the White 
House and his friends and acquaint- 
ances in political life in the fabulous 
1920's were numerous. However, he 
went much further, adding his own 
research to a vast amount of informa- 


tion gathered from documents, books 
and letters of the time. 

White tells the full story of Cool- 
idge’s life from his childhood to his 
death in 1933. This study graphical- 
ly reveals the boy, the man, and the 
mold in which he was cast. It traces 
his steady rise in Massachusetts poli- 
tics, climaxed by the Boston police 
strike. 

With Coolidge’s elevation to the 
Presidency upon the death of Warren 
G. Harding, White broadens his 
story to cover the national political 
and economic scene, but the focus 
remains directly on the White House. 
Here are countless pictures of the 
President in the executive offices, in 
the state room and in the home. Here, 
too, is the picture of Mrs. Coolidge, 
the charming hostess, who went to 
her first White House _ reception 
wearing “her best dress made by the 
town's dressmaked in Northampton.” 

The Wall Street boom is followed 
closely. Throughout its teeming rise 
various actions, reactions and views 
of high officials are described. Presi- 
dent Coolidge appears in the role of 
a baffled man, trying but failing to 
understand it, yet proud to have it 
called the “Coolidge market.” 

In conclusion, White says: 

“What of him—this rather drab, 
colorless figure who purposely kept 
drama from his life? He was honest; 
he was cautious, but he never lack- 
ed at last for courage. -He was han- 
dicapped by his background; circum- 
scribed by his own life’s pattern, his 
temperament and his experience,... 
Calvin Coolidge was democracy 
functioning at its best, which some- 
times is its worst.”

THE KING WAS IN HIS COUNT- 
ING HOUSE, by Branch Cabell. 
Farrar & Rinehart, New York 
301 pp. $2.50. 


Satire in its richest vein has been 
captured in the pages of this novel 
by the inimitable Cabell, author of 
“Jurgen” and “Figures of Earth.” 
Cast in Italy at the time of the 
Renaissance, this delightful “comedy 
of common sense” is peopled by char- 
acters who find in life, and in death, 
the measure of their intrigue, or of 
their lust for the simple pleasures. 

Those whom we would find treach- 
erous or unscrupulous are discovered, 
pleasantly enough, to be removed 
with dispatch and cunning from the 
pages of our story. Those in whom 
life has found zest and color remain 
with us to the end. To that end, the 
novel is pleasant enough. For those 
who would disapprove of a few slight 
poisonings and friendly removals of 
the uppermost portion of the body, 
then perhaps it would be better left 
unopened. 

The swiftly-paced events of the 
novel are intriguing in their applica- 
tion to every-day life; the characters 
might well be drawn from the pages 
of Francois Rabelais. The brew con- 
cocted from these elements is one of 
the most tasty of current literary 
offerings.

PLANTATIONS OF THE CARO- 
LINA LOW COUNTRY. By Sam- 
uel Gaillard Stoney. Edited by Al- 
bert Simons and Samuel Lapham. 
The Carolina Art Association, 
Charleston. 234 pp. Folio. With 146 
photographs, 20 plans and 25 full- 
page drawings. $7. 


A history and architectural trea- 
tise covering the manor houses of 
South Carolina. Firmly rooted in the 
early history of the republic, the 
splendid baronial mansions of the 
one-time Ashley grant have long been 
neglected by historians of architec- 
ture and many of them, to judge by 
these photographs, are now in a 
shocking state of disrepair. As the 
authors state: “The Low Country 
has had three wars that took fair 
toll of its buildings; after the last of 
these the sudden shock to and long 
slow death of the plantation system 
carried off many a house through 
mere delapidation, and in this life- 
time of destruction an earthquake 
that in its day was world news has- 
tened the action of a semi-tropical 
climate and helped on the work of 
the fires that are the winter bane 
of the Low Country’s pine forests.” 
The work of resurrection here rep- 
resented is splendidly carried out. 

The mansions chosen for represen- 
tation are largely governed by neces- 
sity. The exteriors are structures of 
dignity and good taste but, aside from 
Hampton and Fenwick Hall, are not 
particularly impressive. The inte- 
riors, however, are uniformly so. 
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These splendid lines, magnificently 
captured by the photographic crafts- 
-‘manship of Frances Johnston and 
Ben Judah Lubschez, bear eloquent 
witness to the spacious civilization 
reared, successively, on the rice, in- 
digo, and cotton crops of the Low 
Country. Especially fine details: The 
North-East room of Fenwick, the fa- 
cade of Hampton, the stairway of 
Drayton Hall, and all of the interiors 
of Pompion Hill Chapel. 

The volume is a bookmaking tri- 
umph that ought to receive recogni- 
tion. Enclosed in a slipcase bearing 
an imprint of the river facade of 
Drayton Hall, it is a large folio bound 
in heavy tan buckram. The print is 
Caslon Old Face, and the paper is a 
Champion substance admirably toned 
to receive the minute detail of the il- 
lustrations.

On Garden Subjects 


By MRS. FLETCHER PEARSON CROWN 


I am sure that already you have 
begun your Christmas decorations, 
making wreaths, placing holly and 
mistletoe. Clearly, this is not early 
enough to talk about conservation. 
But at least this is the season when 
it is most interesting. At the meet- 
ing of the Fifth District of Federated 
Clubs last week, this subject was 
discussed, and I have thought it over 
very thoroughly and will make a 
few suggestions, that as clubs, you 
can work out before another Yule 
season arrives. 


You have been told not to buy 
holly and mistletoe from the ped- 
dlars and country people who sell on 
the street, thus discouraging them 
from cutting it for sale. They might 
feel discouraged and unhappy, but 
hope remains, and next year they 
will again cut, and again bring it in. 
We do not have the time to stop and 
explain conservation: to them when 
we refuse to buy, and they would 
have trouble getting our viewpoint if 
we did. Most of them cut it from 
their own land, and it means Christ- 
mas cash to them. They do not look 
years ahead and visualize complete 
destruction of these lovely broad- 
leaf evergrens. At least they are not 
in a receptive mood when they have 
it already cut, and plans made for 
spending what it brings in. 

To best reach these country peo- 
ple, we should contact the county 
home demonstration agent. They 
meet and know every woman and 
child in their county. They know 
best how to explain to them about 
cutting holly, how to prune short 
lengths, rather than cut entire 
branches. They will explain to the 
Four-H boys and girls how this con- 
servation will increase farm income 
throughout the years. Many parents 
are best reached through their chil- 
dren. Have our school teachers in 
rural districts, teach it. 

So general has the custom of ever- 
gren decoration become, we should 
use trimmings from our own ever- 
greens whenever we have them. We 
should plant evergreens, which we 
know to be suitable for Christmas 
use, any form of holly, hemlock, ivy, 
magnolia, English laurel; any coni- 
ferous evergreen, as arbovitae, cy- 
press and juniper. The ligustrums 
give firm, rich foliage, also mahonia, 
aucuba and boxwood. The red ber- 
ries of the nandina and also of the 
aucuba, are lovely. Give these plants 
a generous feeding now, of bone 
meal or superphosphate, to have 
more berries next year. 

In other parts of the country 
nurserymen have offered for sale, 
prunings from their lovely ever- 
greens. I know one. nursery here 


to accept more of the goods than the 
Latin-American nations have to sell. 

And beneath all these difficulties 
is the one most annoying fact to 
Americans—namely, that the total- 
itarian states insist on using their 
trade not only as a means of selling 
their goods, but also as a vehicle to 
carry their political ideas across the 
waters. 

The Lima conference, to begin Fri- 
day, is intended to help the United 
States and the Latin-American gov-

All-America

It is our pleasure to devote our 
column this week to the announce- 
ment of the All-America Committee 
+ aap: novelties introduced for 

“The thrill of the garden for 
many planters is centered around 
the new year’s winning novelties. 
And, there are many proposed new 
varieties each year which are be- 
lieved by their originators or spon- 
sors to be the best of all. These 
flower creations, from around the 
world, are tested outdoors in a doz- 
en different climatic sections. of 
America, ‘to see if they are really 
new and the best of their kinds. 

“Twelve All-America trial grounds 
are each under the supervision of 
the best qualified flower judge in 
his part of the country. He must 
have the confidence of the seeds- 
men or professionals as well as ama- 
teur gardeners. In addition, there 
are two visiting judges in the east 
and two in the west, who inspect 
their quotas of trials, and vote for 
their preferences among the entries, 
after seeing their behavior in several 
locations. Each trial judge votes ac- 
cording to the merit and garden de- 
sirability of the entries as they grow 
in his location. 

“From a tabulation of points, vot- 
ed by all 16 flower judges, the most 
outstanding entries are selected for 
recommendation and awards. This 
is the only authorized and reccgnized 
rating and awarding of new varieties 
in America. And, these are the 
year’s All-America selections. They 
will be the novelties featured by the 
seed industry in 1939. 

Gold Medal Winner. 

“Scarlett O’Hara morning glory, 
you might well guess, comes from 
the south and is named for the lead- 
ing character in that famous south- 
ern novel, “Gone With the Wind.” 
Perhaps it migrated from Mexico, 
like our double nasturtiums and dah- 
lias, but it was saved for cultivation 
in Texas. I found it while hunting 
in Georgia and others have seen it 
in other southern states. Neverthe- 
less, we may now have this carne- 
lian red flower to twine around our 
trellises and cover our own fences. 
Scarlett starts blooming earlier than 
other morning glories. The flowers 
stay open until mid-afternoon and 
its foliage, with three-lobed leaves, 
is different from the rest. Help it 
start twining by curling its tips 
where you want them to grow, and it 
will be well repaid with red morn- 
ing glories until frost. 

Silver Medals. 

“At last we really have an annual 
hollyhock. Indian Spring brings us 
a new race or type in this favorite 
old-fashioned flower, and it blooms 
in four to five months from seed. 
Furthermore, cutting away the cen- 
tral spike when it has finished 
showing us its semi-double and dou- 
ble flower rosettes, this newcomer 
starts shooting out basal branches, 
which in turn present us with a sec- 
ond crop of flowers, the same first 
season from seed. Indian Spring 
grows four to five feet tall and its 
creped tissue-like blooms are in 
shades of pink. 

“Our popular petunia family has 
finally gone Hollywood and produc- 
ed a star. This new Hollywood star 
petunia is not only an early free- 
bloomer, continuing until killing 
frosts, but its flowers are really 
stars. Five long pointed petals are 
star-shaped and delightfully differ- 
ent. Leaves are also narrow and 
elongated, to give the whole plant 
an airy appearance, and cut-flowers 
with their foliage, work beautifully 
in arrangements. The flowers are 
rosy pink, and golden throats add 
more lustre to this strikingly dif- 
ferent novelty. 

Salmon glory is the name of the 
first separate variety of the new an- 
nual gigantea phlox, which has al- 
ready won a silver medai in its 
mixture of art shades. Salmon glory 
is probably the prettiest of all its 
colors, a soft but rich salmon-rose, 
with large creamy white eyes. Each 
individual floret in the large umbels 
or flower trusses would cover a half- 
dollar, and a west coast judge said 
his covered a dollar. Growing 10 
inches high, it is valuable for bed- 
ding, edging and cutting. 

“In many gardens we simply stop- 
ped growing asters because of wilt- 
infested soil. Then wilt-resistant 
Strains wers. developed, and so again 
these most beautiful flowers may be 
freely grown. A new type called 
early siants, with branching plants 
three feet high, is now developed 
half a month earlier to flower, than 
other large-flowering China asters, 
and with five-inch blooms of long, 
slender, interlaced petals. This first 
color and variety name is light blue. 
Cut-flowers appear fresh after a 
week in water, and it is exquisite 
in the garden. 

Bronze Medals. 

“Guinea gold antirrhinum or snap- 
dragon, while not rust-resistant, is 
a healthy plant otherwise and is the 


where you can buy wonderful sprays 
of red-berried pyracantha for Christ- 
mas decoration. If we will encourage 
these dealers, we can buy these 
prunings by the pound. Most of us 
know and practice dipping our 
plentiful dark privet berries in a 
quick-drying enamel, to have a gen- 
erous quantity of red berries for use. 
If any of my readers have other 
ideas on this subject, please write 
and tell me of them. I will be glad 
to pass them on to those in author- 
ity to make use of them. We must 
work together if we wish to accom- 
plish our aim.

dwarf, bushy plant type for garden 
use without staking. Individual 
flowers are extremely large and 
closely set on spikes, to stand out 
like torches of color. Glowing bronzy 
orange, suffused with rose and with 
yellow throats, would attract atten- 
tion anyway, but this is‘so uniform in 
growth and wit' so much bloom un- 
til killing frost, it demands one’s in- 
terest. 

“And then we have about the 
easiest flower to grow, in a more 
compact and usable form. Cyno- 
glossum or Chinese forget-me-not 
will always be popular for it hardi- 
ness, profuse blooming and its de- 
lightful sky-blue flowers in airy 
sprays. In the new variety firma- 
ment, we may now have this favor- 
ite in bushy plants only two feet high 
and of even richer blue color. 

“The All-Americas selected flam- 
ing velvet petunia for a gold meda: 
in 1936, but it was perhaps too high- 
ly bred and reverted or broke, so we 
have been wanting that nearest ap- 
proach to a red color again. Even 
improving on it, we now have this 
ox-blood red in a large flower and 
on a low-growing, compact, bushy 
plant. It is much better suited for 
bedding and pot planting than the 
taller flaming velvet, and its name 
is velvet ball. 

“Rich colors are frequently need- 
ed in the garden or for cutting, and 
besides the rich red petunia there is 
a velvety navy blue verbena called 
blue sentinel. Furthermore, it grows 
bushy and upright, instead of sprawl- 
ing over the ground. Its flower um- 
bels are held up over the plants like 
little parasols, with each little floret 
inclined to curl upwards, saucer-like. 
And, you may use it for uniform 
dark blue beds and edgings, as well 
as for cutting material. 

“Early sunshine marigold is a very 
early flowering strain of dixie sun- 
shine, the first of the incurved 
chrysanthemum - flowered varieties. 
In fact, early sunshine is probably 
the first marigold to bloom, only 
two feet tall and so uniform in 
height and size of bush that it might 
be used as a hedge. Its flower pet- 
als are tightly curled inward and of 
a lemon-yellow color. 

“Ladybird petunia brings us such 
a deep rose color that it might also 
be called an approach to red. With 
darker veins toward the throat, i 
has that rich appearance so desir- 
able for bedding and pot culture. 
The plant habit is dwarf, dense, and 
productive of medium-sized flowers 
the entire growing season.”

WHAT TO PLANT IN 
DECEMBER. ! 
PLANTS: Set out roses straw- 
berry plants and all kinds of 
shrubbery, Japanese and Dutch 
iris, as well as peony crowns. 
BULBS—LILIES: Crocuses, daf- 
fodils, tulips, ranunculus, ane- 
mones and lilies of the valley 
outdoors, as wells as indoors. 
Freesias and paper white nar- 
cissus may be planted in the 
house, All of the Japanese lilies 
may be planted this month. 
They usually arrive about the 
first. of December from Japan. 
SHRUBBERY: Have your shrub- 
bery planted this manth. Ever- 
greens, conifers and flowering 
shrubs. Flowering shrubs 
should be planted as early as 
possible in order that they may 
become established before 
spring growth starts. , 
ROSES: Plant roses now, If your 
knife is sharp take out the dead 
branches and the longest stems. 
VEGETABLES: Sow lettuce, cab- 
bage and onion sets in the cold 
frame. Start asparagus beds 
and plant rhubarb. 
UITS AND BERRIES: Do not 
wait any longer in planting 
fruits and berries, as the sooner 
they are in the ground the bet- 
ter they will grow during the 
next season.
